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Fricke  Wins  Fight 
Over  Prom  Date

PROVIDENCE,  RI  —  Al¬ 
though  school  officials  requested 
the  pleasure  of  their  absence, 
Aaron  Fricke  won  the  right  to 
take  Paul  Guilbert  to  the  Cumber¬ 
land  High  School  senior  prom  as 
his  date. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Ray¬ 
mond  J.  Pettine  issued  an  injunc¬ 
tion  on  May  28  ordering  Cumber¬ 
land  High  principal  Richard 
Lynch  to  allow  the  pair  to  attend 
the  May  30  prom  together. 

The  school’s  attorney,  V.  James 
Santaniello,  sought  a  stay  on  the 
injunction  from  the  U.S.  Appel¬ 
late  Court  in  Boston.  That  stay 
was  denied. 

“I’m  really  happy  about  it,” 
Fricke  told  GCN. 

Pettine  ruled  that  Lynch’s 
reason  for  prohibiting  the  pair’s 
attendance  at  the  prom  —  ‘‘the 
potential  for  disruption  —  is  not 
sufficiently  compelling  to  justify  a 
classification  that  would  abridge 
First  Amendment  rights.” 

Fricke’s  attending  the  prom 
with  another  man,  Pettine  said, 
could  be  considered  a  political 
statement;  denial  of  his  right  to 


make  such  a  statement  would  be  a 
violation  of  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment’s  guarantee  of  free  speech. 

Pettine  directed  the  school  to 
offer  Fricke  and  Guilbert  protec¬ 
tion  against  possible  violence, 
rather  than  forbidding  their  atten¬ 
dance  to  prevent  such  violence. 

“I’m  jubilant  —  it’s  a  very, 
very  important  First  Amendment 
issue,  becuase  the  defense  that 
they  raise  is  that  they  (school  of¬ 
ficials)  fear  violence,”  John 
Ward,  one  of  Fricke’s  attorneys, 
told  GCN.  “And  if  that  were  per¬ 
mitted  to  interfere  with  exercise  of 
First  Amendment  rights,  it  would 
be  the  end  of  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment.  Because  every  time  you 
didn’t  like  an  idea,  you  could  bop 
the  speaker  —  that  would  be  it.” 

Lynch  had  threatened  to  cancel 
the  prom  if  the  court  ruled  that 
Fricke  and  Guilbert  were  entitled 
to  attend,  but  school  superinten¬ 
dent  Robert  G.  Gordon  told  re¬ 
porters  after  the  decision  that  the 
prom  would  take  place. 

Why  did  Fricke  file  suit?  “I 
wanted  to  go  with  Paul  [Guilbert] , 
I  felt  that  I  had  the  right  to  go

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Bryant  Files  For  Divorce 


MIAMI  BEACH  —  The  alleged 
“tradition  of  the  American  fam¬ 
ily”  was  struck  by  a  blow  from 
within  last  week  when  one  of  its 
major  proponents,  Anita  Bryant, 
filed  for  divorce.  Bryant  claims 
that  her  husband,  Bob  Green,  co¬ 
operated  “with  certain  hired  staff 
members  who  conspired  to  con¬ 
trol  me  and  to  use  my  name  and 
reputation  to  build  their  personal 
careers  instead  of  my  ministry.” 

In  her  brief  statement  to  the 
press,  she  also  said  that  Green  had 


Lavender  Leftists  Gather 
For  Northeast  Conference

SHIRLEY,  NJ  —  On  Memorial 
Day  weekend  150  leftist  lesbians 
and  gay  men,  mainly  from  the 
Northeast  U.S.,  gathered  on 
Appel  Farm  here  for  a  three  day 
conference.  The  conference  was 
called  “Lavender  Left:  a  North¬ 
east  Conference  of  Multinational 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Male  Feminist 
Socialists.” 

In  the  opening  remarks  on 
Saturday  morning,  one  of  the 
planners  said  the  conference  was 
organized  because  gay  socialists 
need  the  support  of  other  gay 
socialists  both  in  the  left  and  in 
the  gay  movement.  This  confer¬ 
ence,  he  said,  could  help  promote 
exploration  of  issues  and  possibly 
set  up  a  communications  network 
of  gay  and  lesbian  socialists. 


The  focus  of  the  conference  as 
targeted  by  the  planners  was  the 
fight  against  racism  and  against 
the  Right. 

The  opening  panel  addressed 
the  issue  of  feminism  and  social¬ 
ism.  Three  of  the  panelists  —  a 
woman  from  the  Freedom  Social¬ 
ist  Party  in  New  York,  Marc 
Killinger  from  the  New  American 
Movement  in  Philadelphia  and  a 
Latin  American  lesbian  feminist 
—  were  in  substantial  agreement 
about  the  compatability  of 
feminism  and  socialism.  Each 
spoke  about  different  aspects  of 
this  issue. 

Florence  Buckley,  from  the 
Philadelphia  Worker’s  Organizing 
Committee,  however,  made  a  dis¬ 
tinction  between  feminism  and 
working  on  women’s  issues.  She 


said  the  ideology  of  feminism, 
which  says  sexism  is  the  primary 
oppression,  is  anti-working  class 
and  racist.  Buckley  spoke  in  favor 
of  socialists  taking  up  women’s 
issues.  Her  argument  was  a  provo¬ 
cative  one  that  many  speakers  dis¬ 
agreed  with;  it  sparked  a  discus¬ 
sion  which  continued  throughout 
the  conference  and  remains  un¬ 
resolved. 

At  the  second  session  several 
people  spoke  about  how  to  fight 
the  right.  Rachel  Duell  from  the 
Workers  World  Party  spoke 
about  a  successful  union  cam¬ 
paign  in  a  hospital  where  a  gay 
man  had  been  murdered.  Union 
leadership  was  able  to  turn  around 
racist  and  anti-gay  bigotry  in 
order  to  defeat  a  Klan  spokes¬ 
person  who  was  running  for  union 
president.  Steve  Ault  spoke  about 
the  importance  of  gay  people 
working  in  coalitions  with  other 
groups  that  are  targeted  by  the 
Right. 

Finally,  a  woman  from 
BLAGMAR  (Boston  Lesbians 
and  Gay  Men  Against  the  Right) 
who  did  not  want  her  name  pub¬ 
lished,  stressed  the  need  for  the 
left  to  pay  attention  to  people’s 
personal  lives.  She  said  that  the 
right  now  provides  strong  models 
for  personal  life  (i.e.,  around 
family,  sexuality  and  use  of  free 
time)  and  the  left  must  suggest  al¬ 
ternatives.  There  is  a  real  demand 
for  the  whole  left  to  bring  up  these 
issues,  she  said. 

The  woman  also  said  that  the 
gay  left  has  a  particularly  impor¬ 
tant  cotribution  to  make.  She 
pointed  out  how  BLAGMAR  has 
worked  within  the  gay  community 
to  talk  about  these  issues  in  order 
to  promote  understanding  and  to 
build  unity  between  lesbians  and 
gay  men. 

On  Sunday,  three  women  from 
DARE  (Dykes  Against  Racism 
Everywhere)  emphasized  the 
urgency  for  lesbians  and  gay  men 
to  fight  racism.  One  speaker  gave 
a  historical  overview  of  racism  in 
the  U.S.  Another  panelist  pointed 


out  that  the  oppression  of  third 
world  people  is  determined  by  the 
same  power  which  oppresses  gay 
men  and  lesbians  on  a  different 
level.  This  panel  stressed  the  need 
to  develop  sensitivity  to  people  of 
color  and  to  build  alliances  with 
third  world  groups.  It  was  pointed 
out  by  the  panelists  that  consistent 
anti-racist  work  was  the  way  to 
gain  the  solidarity  of  third  world 
people.  An  example  of  this  kind 
of  work  is  organizing  about  gen- 
trification:  rich  gay  men  moving 
Continued  on  page  7 


violated  “my  most  precious  asset, 
my  very  conscience.”  Bryant  was 
referring  to  Anita  Bryant  Mini¬ 
stries,  a  project  whose  stated  goal 
is  to  preserve  the  American  fam¬ 
ily.  She  is  resigning  from  the  pro¬ 
gram.  She  did  not  reveal  the 
names  of  the  staff  members  with 
whom  she  said  her  husband  had 
conspired,  not  did  she  detail  their 
manipulation. 

Bryant’s  divorce  petition  in¬ 
cluded  a  request  for  custody  of  the 
couple’s  four  children.  Bryant 
stated  that  she  is  “without  suf¬ 
ficient  funds”  to  support  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  asked  for  half  of  the 
couple’s  property. 

“I  came  from  a  broken  home 
and  have  been  so  concerned  about 
my  own  family  that  divorce  has 
not  even  been  in  my  vocabulary,” 
the  singer  told  the  Dallas  (Ala¬ 
bama)  News  last  week.  “It’s 
against  everything  I  ever  believed 
in,”  she  added. 

In  arriving  at  her  decision  to  di¬ 
vorce,  Bryant  says  she  prayed, 
“Hey  God,  I’m  not  perfect.  Do 
You  still  love  me?”  She  says  that 
she  and  her  husband  tried  several 
counselling  approaches  to  save 
their  marriage,  but  that  none 
worked.  She  also  stated  that  “I 
have  to  accept  50%  of  the  blame. 
I  am  seeking  the  will  of  God, 
living  one  day  at  a  time.  There  are 


hurts  and  scars  that  need  time  to 
heal.”  She  described  herself  as 
“licking  my  wounds,  concentrat¬ 
ing  on  my  children  and  clinging  to 
the  Lord.” 

Bryant’s  husband,  Bob  Green, 
made  public  an  “open  letter”  to 
his  wife  in  which  he  asked  for  a 
reconciliation.  The  letter  stated 
“God’s  love  and  forgiveness  is 
open  to  both  of  us  if  we  but  seek 
it.  Let  us  both  put  aside  all  other 
earthly  considerations  and  reunite 
our  lives  in  Christian  love.”  It  is 
reported  that  Green  is  now  staying 
in  the  couple’s  25-room  mansion, 
but  that  Bryant  has  moved  out. 

In  her  first  public  appearance 
after  filing  for  divorce,  Bryant 
spoke  at  Dallas  Christian  School 
near  Selma,  Alabama,  addressing 
a  graduating  class  of  three  and  500 
other  people.  Although  she  did 
not  use  the  words  “gay”  or 
“homosexual,”  she  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement  in  reference  to 
the  Dade  County  gay  rights  refer¬ 
enda:  “This  was  just  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  a  real  intensive  step  by 
well-financed  and  well-organized 
groups.  An  octopus  has  its  ten¬ 
tacles  around  America  and  is 
squeezing  it  to  death.  If  you  know 
something  is  evil  and  you  don’t 
take  a  stand,  we  know  that  is 
wrong.” 


Another  McDonald  Amendment?

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  An 
anti-gay  amendment  to  “an  other¬ 
wise  unrelated  bill”  may  be  intro¬ 
duced  into  Congress  within  the 
next  three  weeks,  says  Steve 
Endean,  executive  director  of  Gay 
Rights  National  Lobby  (GRNL). 
And  Endean  predicts  that  if  such 
an  amendment  is  introduced,  it 
will  be  adopted. 

“We’re  really  sticking  our 
necks  out  by  saying  [the  intro¬ 
duction  of  such  an  amendment]  is 
going  to  happen,”  Endean  told 
GCN.  “Nevertheless,  I’d  put  my 
bottom  dollar  on  it.” 

Endean  said  that  GRNL  chose 
to  begin  a  campaign  against 
amendments  which  have  not  yet 
been  introduced  because  Christian 
Voice,  a  fundamentalist  Christian 
lobby  which  opposes  gay  rights, 
“has  said  on  a  number  of  occa¬ 
sions  that  they  are  going  to  move 
on  the  amendments  this  spring,” 
and  because  GRNL  thinks  that 
the  amendment  will  probably  be 
added  to  HR  6386,  the  Legal  Ser¬ 
vices  Corp.  Bill,  which  is  slated  to 
reach  the  floors  of  both  Congres¬ 
sional  houses  in  the  next  few 
weeks. 

Another  anti-gay  amendment 
was  added  to  a  similar  legal 
services  bill  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  three  years  ago  by 
Rep.  Larry  McDonald  (D-GA). 


The  amendment,  which  would 
have  prohibited  Legal  Services 
Corp.  attorneys  from  providing 
any  legal  services  in  cases  of 
lesbian  and  gay  rights,  was 
adopted  by  the  House  by  a 
230-133  vote.  That  amendment, 
however,  did  not  reach  the 
Senate;  it  was  dropped  by  the  con¬ 
ference  committee  between  the 
two  houses. 

“They  [conservative  and  funda¬ 
mentalist  forces]  are  likely  to 
move  an  amendment  to  the  legal 
services  bill  again,”  Endean  said. 
“And  some  info  we’ve  gotten 
from  the  Hill  [Capitol  Hill]  seems 
to  reinforce  that  idea.”  He  did  not 
elaborate. 

If  the  amendment  is  introduced, 
Endean  said,  it  will  most  probably 
be  adopted.  “It’s  going  to  be  real 
tough  [for  pro-lesbian  and  gay 
forces]  to  win  this  vote,”  he  said. 
“It  [the  vote  on  the  McDonald 
amendment]  was  230  to  133  three 
years  ago.  While  we’ve  made  a  lot 
of  progress  since  then,  the  general 
political  climate  is  worse.” 

Endean  speculated  that  an 
amendment  might  be  introduced 
once  again  by  McDonald  in  the 
House.  In  the  Senate,  he  said, 
“there’s  a  whole  crew  of  people 
who  could  do  it,”  pointing  out 
Sens.  Gordon  Humphrey  (R-NH), 
Roger  Jepsen  (R-IA),  and  Paul 
Laxalt  (R-NV)  as  possible 


sponsors. 

Endean  said  that  passage  of  an 
anti-gay  amendment  such  as  the 
1977  McDonald  amendment 
would  have  a  largely  symbolic, 
but  nonetheless  harmful,  effect. 
“If  they  can  continue  to  impose 
these  anti-gay  amendments, 
victory  in  legal  services  would 
simply  encourage  further  amend¬ 
ments  on  other  bills,  just  as 
they’ve  done  on  abortion.  It’s  sort 
of  like  getting  their  appetites 
whetted.  Once  they  [anti-  lesbian 
and  gay  forces]  have  tasted 
victory,  they  sort  of  want  to  go 
after  it  on  any  bill  that  looks 
feasible.” 

He  pointed  out  that  funda¬ 
mentalist  lobbies  such  as  Christian 
Voice  and  Moral  Majority  had  not 
yet  been  founded  in  1977,  when 
the  first  amendment  was  passed, 
and  that  fundamentalist  and  right- 
wing  forces  have  been  gaining 
power  in  Congress  in  recent 
months. 

Endean  urged  that  persons  op¬ 
posed  to  such  anti-gay  amend¬ 
ments  to  legislation  contact  their 
senators  and  representatives  by 
phone  or  mailgram,  urge  their 
friends  to  do  the  same,  and  in¬ 
form  GRNL  of  such  contact  so 
that  the  organization  can  follow 
up.  '

lesbian/gay  pride  celebrations  planned 

BOSTON  —  Lesbian  and  gay  pride  week  festivi¬ 
ties  are  being  scheduled  in  cities  throughout  the 
country  during  the  third  week  of  this  month,  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  1969  Stonewall  riots.  The  celebra¬ 
tions  include  a  variety  of  events  from  June  20-29  in 
Chicago  and  in  Houston,  highlighted  by  marches  and 
rallies  in  both  cities  on  the  29th,  and  a  Lesbian/Gay 
Pride  Day  on  June  22  at  Fountain  Square  in  Cincin¬ 
nati,  as  well  as  a  June  6-22  slate  of  activities  in 
Kansas  City,  MO,  with  softball  and  volleyball,  a 
parade, and  various  workshops  and  social  activities. 

Pittsburgh  has  scheduled  forums,  music  and 
workshops  from  June  13-22,  as  has  Detroit,  while 
Denver’s  events,  from  June  14-22,  include  the  fourth 
annual  Rocky  Mountain  Lesbian/Gay  Symposium  and 
a  candlelight  vigil  at  the  state  capitol.  Atlanta  will 
have  cultural  and  religious  events  during  Lesbian- 
Gay-Trans  Pride  Week,  June  21-28,  and  Portland’s 
Gay  Fair  '80:  In  Celebration  of  Oregon  Lesbian/Gay 
Artists,  will  be  held  Saturday,  June  21,  in  Waterfront 
Park. 

California  celebrations  include  the  annual 
Christopher  Street  West  Festival  on  June  21  in  Los 
Angeles,  a  June  21  parade  in  San  Diego,  and  a  night 
of  music  on  June  28  in  San  Francisco,  as  well  as 
many  other  events.  New  York  City’s  annual  parade 
and  street  fair  will  take  place  on  the  29th. 

The  Boston  parade  will  start  at  noon  on  June  21, 
and  festivities  are  scheduled  for  the  week  before  as 
well  as  the  week  after  the  march. 


unfit  for  duty 

ABERDEEN,  MD  —  Army  sergeant  Cheyenne 
Cook  was  scheduled  to  be  “separated  from  the  ser¬ 
vice  under  honorable  conditions”  by  last  week, 
according  to  a  spokesperson  at  Aberdeen  Proving 
Ground  here,  where  Cook  was  stationed.  The 
Washington,  DC  Blade  reports  that  Cook  had  sought 
the  discharge  for  more  than  five  months,  on  the 
grounds  that  her  homosexual  preference  qualified 
her  for  release  under  the  “unfit  for  duty”  category. 
She  had  filed  for  the  discharge  so  that  she  could  be 
with  her  terminally  ill  lover,  who  lives  in  California. 

An  attorney  involved  in  the  case,  who  wished  to 
remain  unidentified,  said  that  hardship  discharges 
may  be  granted  when  a  family  member  is  terminally 
ill,  but  that  the  same  treatment  is  not  extended  in 
cases  involving  gay  lovers. 


suicide 

TYSON’S  CORNER,  VA  -  A  38-year-old  civilian 
employee  of  the  Army  who  was  arrested  on  charges 
of  engaging  in  a  sexual  act  in  the  men’s  room  of  a 
department  store  here  committed  suicide  May  7  after 
learning  he  would  have  to  stand  trial  on  charges  of 
sodomy. 

James  Lowe,  the  Alexandria,  VA  lawyer  who  was 
to  have  represented  the  suicide  victim,  William 
Oliver,  charged  that  Fairfax  county  prosecutors  “all 
but  turned  on  the  gas”  that  killed  Oliver,  according  to 
the  Washington  Post  of  May  16.  The  decision  by 
County  Commonwealth  Attorney  Robert  Horan  to 
prosecute  under  Virginia’s  strict  sodomy  law  rather 
than  allow  plea  bargaining  toa'lesser  charge  such  as 
disorderly  conduct  constituted  a  change  from 
previous  policy  in  Fairfax  and  was  probably  the  factor 
that  caused  the  suicide,  Lowe  said. 


a  disgrace  to  the  state 

CARSON  CITY,  NV  —  According  to  the  Vegas 
Gay  Times,  Mary  Gojack,  a  Democrat  campaigning 
against  notorious  anti-gay  incumbent  Republican 
Paul  Laxalt  for  one  of  Nevada’s  two  senatorial  seats, 
has  charged  that  Laxalt’s  “Family  Protection  Act” 
"stinks.”  Gojack  went  on  to  say  in  an  address  to  the 
Carson  City  Women’s  Political  Caucus  on  April  11, 
that  the  bill  was  “a  disrace  to  the  state.” 

Gojack  sharply  criticized  portions  of  the  bill 
which  would  forbid  the  use  of  textbooks  not 
illustrating  traditional  sex  roles  in  federally- 
supported  schools,  saying  that  “A  couple  of 
provisions  are  on  the  brink  of  being  unconstitutional 
and  others  are  terribly  regressive,  reactionary  and 
radical.” 

Laxalt’s  bill  would  also  forbid  federal  funding  for 
organizations  "advocating”  lesbian  and  gay 
lifestyles,  forbid  federal  funding  for  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  legal  actions,  and  sanction  discrimination 
against  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  federal  jobs. 


report  card  on  morality? 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Christian  Voice,  the  anti¬ 
gay  right-wing  group,  has  issued  the  first  “Congres¬ 
sional  Report  Card”  on  “Moral  Issues.”  Among  the  14 
issues  included  in  the  card  were  school  busing, 
Taiwan,  Rhodesia  Sanctions  and  abortion. 

The  only  gay-related  topic  that  Congress  was 
“graded”  on  was  an  amendment  by  Congressperson 
John  Ashbrook  (R-OH)  to  the  National  Science 
Foundation  authorization  to  strike  $4  million  from  the 
bill  for  research.  Christian  Voice’s  justification  for 
supporting  the  Ashbrook  amendment  was  NSF’s 
expenditure  of  $88,830  for  researching  homosexual 
relationships.  The  amendment  was  adopted  219-174, 
but  “informed  sources”  Indicate  that  the  amendment 
did  not  successfully  block  funding  of  the  gay  study, 
according  to  the  Gay  Rights  National  Lobby. 

Another  aspect  of  Christian  Voice’s  political 
campaign  is  its  newly-initiated  “Christians  for 
Reagan”  project,  which  hopes  to  raise  $800,000  for 
former  California  Gov.  Ronald  Reagan’s  presidential 
campaign.  In  the  project’s  direct-mail  letters  for 
support,  the  Rev.  Richard  Zone  says:  “My  friend,  our 
world  is  being  turned  upside  down  and  inside  out 
because  we  Christians  have  been  sitting  back  and 
allowing  GOD  to  be  expelled  from  our  schools, 
allowing  our  government  to  promote  baby-killing  with 
our  tax  dollars,  supported  so-called  ‘equal  rights’  for 
sexual  perverts  and  much,  much  more.” 


personal  investigation 

BROOKLYN,  NY  —  The  New  York  State  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Governor,  Mario  Cuomo,  has  publicly  offered  to 
use  his  position  as  state  ombudsman  to  personally 
investigate  the  case  of  any  teacher  dismissed  for 
being  “an  avowed  homosexual.” 

According  to  the  Gay  Teachers  Association  of 
New  York  City,  Cuomo  made  the  announcement 
while  speaking  on  WNET-TV/Channel  13’s  “Call 
Mario  Cuomo”  program  of  May  16  while  responding 
to  questions  about  the  need  for  specific  protection 
for  gay  teachers. 

Cuomo  was  asked  about  the  need  for  protective 
legislation  for  gay  teachers  in  New  York  and  replied: 
“You  don’t  need  such  legislation.  What  I  said  during 
the  mayoralty  [his  unsuccessful  campaign  for  mayor 
of  New  York  City  in  1977]  was  that  there  is  no  law  that 
would  prevent  a  homosexual  from  teaching.  I’m  sure 
many  homosexuals  do  teach.  I’m  sure  some 
heterosexuals  whose  practices  other  people  in  our 
society  would  disapprove  of  also  teach.  I  think  it  is  an 
irrelevance  in  terms  of  your  ability  and  capacity  to 
teach,  and  the  fact  is  that  there  is  no  law  that  would 
prohibit  a  homosexual  from  teaching  in  a  public 
school  or  anywhere  else  . . .  and  there  shouldn’t  be.” 

Cuomo  went  on  to  respond  to  another  question: 
“I  don’t  know  of  any  time  in  the  history  of  this  state 
that  a  homosexual  has  been  dismissed  because  he  or 
she  was  an  avowed  homosexual.  I  don’t  believe  it’s 
constitutionally  permissible,  and  if  such  a  situation 
would  arise,  I  think  that  would  be  another  good 
opportunity  to  use  our  ombudsman’s  office.  I  happen 
to  have  been  a  professor  of  law  and  a  practicing 
lawyer  for  some  twenty  years,  and  I’d  be  delighted  to 
be  involved  in  such  a  situation.” 


rape  in  india 

NEW  DELHI,  INDIA  —  The  reversal  of  a  Supreme 
Court  decision  in  India  concerning  the  rape  of  a  poor 
country  girl  eight  years  ago  has  prompted  a  number 
of  women’s  groups  in  India  to  organize  seminars  and 
marches  throughout  the  country  to  focus  attention 
on  general  attitudes  towards  rape  and  other  sexual 
offenses,  according  to  a  recent  article  in  the  New 
York  Times. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  reverse  an 
earlier  conviction  of  two  policemen  charged  with 
raping  a  16-year-old  of  a  lower  caste  hinged  on  two 
arguments.  The  court  claimed  that  though  the  attack 
had  taken  place  in  a  police  station  there  was  no  sign 
that  the  girl  resisted  the  policemen,  who  were  drunk. 
Secondly,  the  court  took  into  acount  evidence  that 
the  girl  was  not  a  virgin  previous  to  the  attack  in 
question. 

Lotika  Sarkar,  a  law  professor  at  the  University 
of  New  Delhi,  in  a  Times  interview  in  regard  to  the 
case,  commented  that  the  court  ignored  all  argu¬ 
ments  that  a  sexual  advance  by  a  policeman  in  a 
police  station  was  of  itself  coercive  and  that  the 
court  seemingly  ignored  the  important  point  that  the 
woman  made  a  complaint  and  was  medically 
examined. 

Sarkar  notes  that  the  views  of  many  Indians 
toward  rape  and  other  sexual  offenses  show  both 
class  and  sexist  prejudice.  Commenting  that  most 
rape  victims  were  of  the  poorest  groups,  she 
indicated  that  in  these  communities  mass  rapes  are 
really  punitive  actions  by  regionally  dominant  clans 
or  the  police  authorities. 

While  the  case  in  question  is  still  under  review, ( 
the  Supreme  Court’s  decision  in  this  matter  has 
drawn  attention  to  the  issue  of  sexual  violence  in 
India,  and  has  advanced  through  newspaper  articles 
and  seminars  understanding  of  the  issue. 


emergence  from  hiding 

MIAMI,  FL  —  The  Metropolitan  Community 
Synagogue  of  Greater  Miami,  a  congregation  serving 
the  Jewish  and  gay  communities,  will  be  formally 
inducted  into  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew 
Congregations  (UAHC)  on  Saturday,  June  7,  at  8:00 
PM.  On  that  evening,  Rabbi  Lewis  Bogage,  South 
East  Regional  Director,  will  present  the  UAHC’s 
charter  to  the  synagogue  at  19094  West  Dixie 
Highway  in  North  Miami  Beach. 

Unanimously  elected  to  membership  by  4,000 
delegates  at  the  last  biennial  conference,  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Community  Synagogue  of  Greater  Miami  now 
formally  becomes  the  second  such  synagogue  to 
achieve  membership  in  the  Union  of  American 
Hebrew  Congregations  ( the  first  being  Beth  Chayim 
Chadashim  of  Los  Angeles).  The  MCS  is  losing  no 
time  in  making  its  presence  felt.  At  the  request  of 
Rabbi  Jacobs,  chairperson  of  the  UAHC’s  South  East 
Regional  conference,  the  Metropolitan  Community 
Synagogue  is  working  on  a  proposal  to  conduct  a 
workshop  on  “Gays  in  Judaism.”

ST.  LOUIS  —  Iris,  the  St.  Louis  Coalition  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights,  a  newly  founded  activist 
group,  held  its  first  meeting  on  Monday,  May  12.  The 
meeting,  which  was  primarily  informational  in  nature, 
was  held  at  the  Metropolitan  Community  Church  and 
was  attended  by  some  30  women  and  men. 
Discussion  centered  on  the  principles  and  goals  of 
the  organization  and  possible  initial  activities. 

The  three  major  goals  of  the  organization  are 
political  growth,  education,  and  media  advocacy. 

The  impetus  for  Iris  came  from  the  St.  Louis 
Organizing  Committee  for  the  National  March  On 
Washington  (SLOC).  SLOC  was  very  successful  in 
mobilizing  support  for  the  March  in  a  city  which  had 
no  existing  political  or  education  organizations.  At 
its  final  meeting,  SLOC  decided  to  begin  exploration 
of  the  possibilities  of  a  continuing  organization. 
Interested  individuals  began  meeting  at  least  once  a 
month  for  in-depth  discussion  and  analysis  of  the 
issues,  needs,  and  concerns  of  the  St.  Louis  area 
lesbian/gay  community  and  appropriate  structures 
to  deal  with  them. 

From  this  process  came  the  basic  goals,  the 
structure,  and  the  name  of  the  organization.  Iris  was 
the  greek  goddess  of  the  rainbow,  a  symbol  of  hope, 
and  the  fleur-de-lis,  which  is  a  prominent  symbol  of 
the  city  of  St.  Louis,  is  a  stylized  iris.

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was  arrested  May  9  on  another 
charge.  Bruce  Allison  (aka  Bruce 
Dasher),  20  ,  was  sought  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  May  4  robbery 
and  beating  of  a  black  man  on 
Ninth  Avenue.  Incredibly,  he  was 
arrested  at  the  very  moment  he 
was  being  filmed  by  a  CBS  film 
crew  for  an  evening  news  close-up 
on  crime  in  Chelsea. 

Of  the  three  youths  arrested, 
two  (Allison  and  Patrick  Suther¬ 
land,  19)  were  indicted  by  a  grand 
jury  and  arraigned  May  22  on  the 
robbery  charge.  They  have  since 
been  released  on  bail. 

The  news  of  Allison’s  and 
Sutherland’s  arrests  was  an¬ 
nounced  at  the  May  9  forum, 
where  a  telephone  campaign  was 
organized  to  pressure  the  District 
Attorney  to  bring  the  case  to  trial. 

“The  problem  is  that  the  D.A.s 
have  been  routinely  dismissing 
cases  without  the  guys  going  to 
jail,”  Jay  Watkins  told  GCN. 
“For  example,  the  ring  leader  of 


this  gang  has  had  twenty  arrests 
with  no  convictions  ...  Or  else 
the  D.A.s  downgrade  the  cases; 
the  guys  get  charges  of  har- 
rassment  instead  of  assault,  crimi¬ 
nal  tresspassing  instead  of 
burglary.” 

Watkins  also  cited  as  an 
example  of  inadequate  or  non¬ 
existent  prosecution  of  gay-related 
crimes  the  case  of  Barrey  Ranger, 
a  gay  writer  who  was  killed  Febru¬ 
ary  4,  1978  by  two  youths  he  had 
tried  to  pick  up  in  a  donut  shop  in 
Chelsea.  The  killers  were  indicted 
not  for  murder  but  for  misde¬ 
meanor  assault,  and  recently 
found  innocent  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  exercising  a  right  to 
self  defense  against  homosexual 
advances. 

“The  problem  is  not 
whodunit,”  said  City  Council- 
person  Henry  Stern  of  the  recent 
incidents  in  Chelsea.  “We  know 
whodunit.  We  just  have  to  get

Cruising  Protest 
In  Provincetown

BOSTON  —  Last  month,  when 
Massachusetts  State  Representa¬ 
tive  Barney  Frank  announced  his 
candidacy  for  the  congressional 
seat  to  be  vacated  by  U.S.  Rep. 
Robert  Drinan,  the  Boston  area 
gay  and  lesbian  communities  were 
suddenly  faced  with  some  of  the 
more  exciting  political  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  recent  years.  The  prospects 
are  twofold:  electing  a  solid  gay 
rights  advocate,  Barney  Frank,  to 
Congress,  and  possibly  establish¬ 
ing  openly  gay/lesbian  representa¬ 
tion  through  the  Eighth  Suffolk 
seat  Frank  leaves  behind. 

Partial  Look  at  Barney’s  Record 

Should  Barney  Frank  reach  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives, 
the  country  would  have  perhaps 
the  most  forceful  and  articulate 
proponent  of  gay  rights  on  Capi¬ 
tol  Hill.  In  Massachusetts, 
through  persistent  and  intelligent 
efforts,  Frank  has  played  a  signifi¬ 
cant  role  in  improving  the  social 
and  political  climate  for  gay  men 
and  lesbians. 

In  1972,  then-candidate  Frank 
solicited  lesbian  and  gay  commun¬ 
ity  support  in  his  initial  bid  for 
state  representative.  In  return,  he 
promised  to  fight  for  the  passage 
of  legislation  to  prohibit  discrim¬ 
ination  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
preference.  Frank  won  the  state 
representative  race,  and  he  subse¬ 
quently  filed  the  first  such  anti- 
discrimination  legislation  in 
Massachusetts. 

Beacon  Hill  legislators  saw  gay 
rights  as  a  laughing  matter,  lit¬ 
erally,  in  1973,  giggling  at  com¬ 
mittee  hearings  on  the  issue.  But 
Frank  and  the  Massachusetts  les- 
bian/gay  lobbying  effort  perse¬ 
vered. 

Elaine  Noble,  an  open  lesbian, 
joined  Frank  in  the  state  House  of 
Representatives  one  term  later. 
Together  they  helped  to  nurture 
support  for  gay  rights  legislation 
to  near-enactment  in  1977  —  a 
quantum  leap  over  four  years  in 
the  mostly  Roman  Catholic  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Legislature. 

A  fairly  solid  base  of  support 
for  gay  rights  remains  in  the 
House  and  Senate.  Yet  with  the 
current  unsupportive  governor, 
the  prospects  of  the  signing  of  any 
gay  rights  legislation  into  law 
seem  slim. 

In  the  area  of  mental  health, 
Frank  succeeced  in  helping  to 
obtain  either  funding  or  other 
forms  of  state  support  for  the 
Homophile  Community  Health 
Service,  Boston’s  oldest  profes¬ 
sional  mental  health  clinic  for  gay 
and  lesbian  communities,  and  for 
the  newly  formed  Massachusetts 
Adolescent  and  Family  Services 
Inc.,  a  professional  organization 
working  to  provide  counselling 
and  foster  care  for  gay  adoles¬ 
cents. 


In  police  relations,  Barney 
Frank  has  been  quick  to  respond 
to  police  abuses  or  laxity  in 
protection  of  community  mem¬ 
bers.  With  the  late  David  Brill  and 
Robin  MacCormack,  the  city  of 
Boston’s  liaison  to  lesbian  and  gay 
communities,  Frank  has  expended 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy 
sensitizing  the  Boston  Police 
Department  and  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  police  to  the 
concerns  of  the  community.  While 
episodes  of  police  insensitivity 
inevitably  occur,  the  impact  of 
Bartney  Frank’s  work  in  gay  com¬ 
munity-police  relations  has  been 
noteworthy. 

Barney  Frank’s  record  com¬ 
mands  respect  beyond  the  gay  and 
women’s  communities  as  well. 
Over  the  years,  he  has  carved  out 
an  impressive  notch  in  legislative 
issues  ranging  from  transportation 
and  civil  service  reform  to  eco¬ 
nomic  development  and  human 
services.  And  Frank  has  pledged 
that,  if  elected,  he  will  co-sponsor 
the  federal  gay  rights  bill. 

The  Frank  campaign  for  Con¬ 
gress  provides  metropolitan  Bos¬ 
ton  lesbian  and  gay  men  an  ideal 
opportunity  to  coalign  with  other 
groups  to  place  a  strong  advocate 
of  progressive  causes  in  Congress. 
Should  the  endorsements  in  the 
Fourth  Congressional  District 
continue  to  mount,  Frank’s 
chances  of  capturing  the  Sep¬ 
tember  primary  and  the  Novem¬ 
ber  election  increasingly  improve. 
The  Beacon  Hill-Back  Bay  Race 

The  impending  departure  of 
Barney  Frank  from  State  House 
politics  leaves  open  for  progres¬ 
sives  one  of  the  most  enviable 
seats  in  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature.  Frank’s  own  past 
continued  support  from  within  the 
district  serves  as  testimony  to  the 
neighborhood’s  commitment  to 
progressive  causes,  or,  at  least,  to 
characterful  politicians. 

Prior  to  Barney  Frank’s  entry  in 
the  race  for  Congress,  only  two 
candidates  intended  to  run  for  the 
Eighth  Suffolk  seat.  On  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  side,  perennial  candidate 
Victor  Naum  Themo  declared.  On 
the  Republican  side,  Thurman 
Smith  agreed  to  run  “to  keep  the 
two  party  system  alive,”  although 
conceding  that  he  was  acting  as 
the  Republican  sacrificial  lamb 
against  the  unbeatable  Barney 
Frank. 

As  soon  as  it  became  clear  that 
Frank’s  seat  was  open,  some 
twenty  people  expressed  an  inter¬ 
est  in  running.  Because  the 
nomination  paper  filing  deadline 
had  passed,  candidates  other  than 
Themo  and  Smith  would  have  to 
run  a  sticker  campaign,  a  process 
requiring  very  good  organization 
and  a  solid  community  base.  No 
candidate  currently  in  the  running 
seems  well  known  within  the

NEW  YORK,  NY  —  After  the 
March  29  beatings  of  four  gay 
men  in  Chelsea,  local  gay  resi¬ 
dents  are  at  the  forefront  of  a 
broad-based  community  cam¬ 
paign  to  fight  crime  in  that  Man¬ 
hattan  neighborhood. 

Members  of  the  Chelsea  Gay 
Association  (CGA)  struck  a  re¬ 
sponsive  chord  among  Chelsea  re¬ 
sidents  when  they  called  for  a 
public  forum  on  crime  in  Chelsea 
in  response  to  the  recent  “queer¬ 
bashing”  incident.  Fourteen  other 
neighborhood  groups,  from  block 
and  tenants  associations  to  church 
groups  and  a  women’s  film  collec¬ 
tive,  soon  agreed  to  cosponsor  the 
meeting.  And  over  200  residents 
crammed  into  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Apostles  at  Ninth  Avenue 
and  28th  Street  to  attend  on 
May  9. 

Among  those  present  were 
police  officers  from  the  Tenth 
Precinct,  City  Councilpersons 
Carol  Greitzer  and  Henry  Stern, 
representatives  from  the  offices  of 
State  Senator  Manfred  Ohrenstein 
and  State  Assemblyman  William 
Passannante,  and  many  lesbians, 
gay  men,  and  senior  citizens,  who 
appear  to  be  especially  victimized 
by  assaults  and  robberies  in 
Chelsea. 

“The  level  of  violence  in  this 
community  is  rising  every  year,” 
according  to  Democratic  District 
Leader  John  Stackhouse,  who 
estimates  that  75  to  80  percent  of 
the  victims  are  gays. 

The  March  29  incident  involved 
four  gay  men  who  were  walking 
up  Ninth  Avenue  toward  the 
Eagle’s  Nest,  one  of  three  bars 
situated  on  Eleventh  Avenue 
between  17th  and  22nd  Streets. 
One  of  the  victims  told  the 
Chelsea  Gay  Association  news¬ 
letter  what  happened  as  they 
crossed  20th  Street:  “All  of  a 
sudden,  out  of  nowhere,  all  these 
guys  started  running  down  the 
street  toward  us  —  from  build¬ 
ings,  from  around  corners,  from 
every  place  .  .  .  Everything  really 
happened  fast.  They  just  wanted 
to  beat  us.  They  didn’t  want  to 
rob  us.  All  of  a  sudden,  I  just 
remember  lying  on  the  ground 
getting  kicked.” 

The  attackers,  numbering  be¬ 
tween  ten  and  fifteen,  were  de¬ 
scribed  as  white  and  between  six¬ 
teen  and  twenty-three  years  old. 
They  were  carrying  baseball  bats. 
One  of  the  group  of  four  gay  men 
had  his  nose  and  his  knee  broken, 
and  required  thirty-six  stitches  for 
a  gash  in  his  forehead.  The  other 
three  received  less  serious  injuries. 

Unlike  similar  such  incidents 
that  go  unreported,  the  victims  of 
the  March  29  assault  immediately 
called  the  police  and  were  accom¬ 
panied  to  the  police  station  the 
following  day  by  a  group  of  neigh¬ 
bors  and  members  of  community 
organizations,  including  the 
Chelsea  Gay  Association. 

The  four  victims  did  not,  how¬ 
ever,  choose  to  press  charges 
against  suspects  the  police  later 
identified.  Nor  did  they  appear  at 
the  May  9  forum. 

“The  most  frustrating  thing 
about  the  crime  problem  in 
Chelsea,”  CGA  member  Jay 
Watkins  told  GCN,  “is  the  indi¬ 
viduals  who  don’t  want  to  go 
through  the  hassles  of  reporting 
and  pressing  charges.  I’ve  heard 
over  and  over  again  stories  of  un¬ 
reported  assaults.  That’s  got  to 
change.  Gay  men  really  fear  expo¬ 
sure,  especially  on  their  jobs. 
They  may  be  out  to  friends  and 
building  residents  but  not  on  the 
job.” 

As  it  turned  out,  one  of  the 
youths  identified  by  police  as  a 
suspect  in  the  March  29  beatings

PROVINCETOWN,  MA  — 
The  summer  season  officially 
began  at  this  resort  town  at  the  tip 
of  Cape  Cod,  and  vacationers 
were  graced  with  three  days  of 
beautiful  weather  for  Memorial 
Day  weekend.  The  Boston  to  Pro¬ 
vincetown  ferry  boat  began  its 
daily  trips  over  Cape  Cod  Bay  and 
popular  restaurants  and  bars  re¬ 
opened  for  the  season. 

For  some  lesbians  and  gay  men, 
the  weekend  was  marred  only  by 
the  decision  of  Monte  Rome, 
owner  of  a  movie  theater  in  the 
heart  of  Provincetown  to  show  the 
controversial  movie  Cruising  over 
the  holiday  weekend. 

Linda  Weinstein,  a  member  of 
the  Human  Rights  Coalition’s 
Board  of  Directors,  organized  a 
small  group  of  demonstrators 
with  signs  to  appear  at  the  cinema 
on  Sunday  night,  when  the  movie 
opened.  Weinstein  told  GCN  that 
the  town  police  and  particularly 
Sgt.  Crawley  were  “very  coopera¬ 
tive.”  The  demonstrators  held 
signs  and  urged  people  not  to 
enter  the  theatre. 

Less  than  thirty  people  attended 
the  first  showing  on  Sunday  night 
and  the  theatre,  which  holds  ap¬ 
proximately  150  viewers  is  usually 
at  or  near  capacity  during  holiday 
weekends.  Only  four  people  at¬ 
tended  the  10:00  showing. 

The  demonstration  sparked  an 
angry  confrontation  between  gay 
activists  and  some  Provincetown 
high  school  students.  A  group  of 
approximately  fifteen  young 
women  and  men  began  taunting 
the  demonstrators  from  the  street. 
One  young  woman  yelled,  “Gays 
are  protesting  the  movie  and  we’re 
protesting  gays!”  A  crowd 
gathered  and  an  angry  shouting 
match  ensued. 

The  teenagers  complained 
about  being  accosted  on  the  street 
by  gay  people.  One  young  woman 
told  GCN  that  lesbians  frequently 
grab  her  on  the  street  and  are 
“constantly  coming  on”  to  her. 
Another  17-year-old  woman  said, 
“They  look  you  up  and  down  and 
sometimes  they  approach  vou. 
You  say  ‘get  lost’  but  sometimes 
you  have  to  fight  if  they  still 
pursue  you.” 

A  lesbian  from  New  York 
became  involved  in  the  shouting 
and  attempted  to  strike  one  of  the 
teenagers.  Dorothy  Rosenlund 
and  Joan  Anglin,  two  straight 
women  from  Cambridge,  at¬ 
tempted  to  calm  the  teenagers  and 
prevent  any  physical  violence. 


Police  arrived  on  the  scene  and  in¬ 
sisted  that  the  teenagers  move 
away  from  the  demonstrators  and 
go  about  their  business. 

Theatre  owner  Monte  Rome 
told  GCN  he  deliberately  selected 
Cruising  to  be  shown  at  this  time 
because  “this  weekend  is  typically 
a  poor  weekend  for  movies. 
Interest  is  usually  low.  I  expected 
only  minor  interest  in  the  film.” 
He  went  on  to  call  Cruising  “a 
very  mediocre  picture”  and  said, 
“1  don’t  see  any  reason  why  this 
picture  promotes  violence  against 
gay  men.  It’s  just  a  detective 
picture  with  a  gay  theme.  It 
doesn’t  put  gays  in  a  bad  light.” 

When  pressed  for  his  reasons 
for  showing  the  movie  over  the 
Memorial  Day  weekend  when 
many  lesbians  and  gay  men  visit 
the  town,  Rome  said,  “The  movie 
has  a  certain  amount  of  business 
in  it.”  He  went  on  to  say  that  he 
felt  comfortable  showing  the 
movie  because  television  and 
radio  critic  David  Brudnoy,  who 
Rome  called  a  “gay  activist,” 
gave  the  movie  a  positive  review. 
“Brudnoy’s  review  was  one 
reason  I  got  the  film,”  Rome  told 
GCN. 

While  the  decision  to  show 
Cruising  at  the  start  of  the  season 
did  not  seem  to  affect  most  gay 
people  vacationing  there,  it  did 
bring  to  the  surface  some  of  the 
feelings  of  anger  that  many  local 
residents  have  had  about  the 
influx  of  lesbians  and  gay  men 
during  the  summer  season. 

While  Human  Rights  Coalition 
member  Linda  Weinstein  told 
GCN  that  there  “are  no  hot 
issues”  between  gays  and  straights 
in  Provincetown  at  this  time,  Pro¬ 
vincetown  has  been  slowly  acquir¬ 
ing  an  increasingly  sour  reputa¬ 
tion  in  the  eyes  of  some  lesbians 
and  gay  men.  Two  seasons  ago  the 
town  was  regularly  the  site  of 
verbal  and  physical  attacks  on  gay 
people  during  the  evening  hours 
by  local  teenagers.  While  this  has 
abated  somewhat  during  the  past 
year,  many  gay  people  who 
formerly  vacationed  here  are 
choosing  other  resort  locales,  such 
as  Ogunquit,  Maine  or  Fire 
Island. 

Despite  tensions  between  local 
year-round  residents  and  summer 
vacationers,  lesbians  and  gay  men 
turned  out  in  record  numbers  this 
Memorial  Day  weekend.  The 
Boatslip,  a  disco  which  features  a 
daily  afternoon  tea-dance  had  up¬ 
wards  of  2,000  people  at  Satur-

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To  the  Editor: 

The  connection  between  male  sexuality  and 
violence  was  driven  home  to  me  again  this  past 
weekend  when  I  saw  a  man  in  Sporters  with  a 
large  swastika  on  his  t-shirt.  Was  that  supposed 
to  be  sexy?  I  asked  myself.  As  both  a  Jew  and  a 
gay  person  I  couldn’t  believe  the  hostility  of  that 
gesture,  and  I  didn’t  have  to  debate  with  myself 
long  before  I  knew  I  had  to  tell  him  to  his  face 
that  I  thought  his  shirt  was  disgusting.  He  re¬ 
sponded  predictably  by  saying  he  didn’t  care 
what  I  thought,  and  what,  after  all,  was  I  getting 
so  huffy  about?  I  shouldn’t  take  him  so  serious¬ 
ly.  The  sad  thing,  I  thought,  was  that  he  wasn’t 
an  anomaly,  that  his  shirt  was  supposed  to  be 
sexy,  and  that  the  manner  in  which  he  made  him¬ 
self  desirable  differed  only  in  degree  from  how  it 
is  generally  done  in  the  bars.  It  has  long  been 
pointed  out  that  gay  men,  threatened  with  the 
prospect  of  being  treated  and  thought  of  as 
“feminine,”  have  responded  by  intensifying  the 
violent  aspects  of  male  sexuality  to  the  point  of 
parody.  Nazi  drag  is  not  that  far  from  leather 
drag  or  from  the  hostile  coldness  most  faggots 
affect  in  order  to  become  attractive  to  other  men. 

I  think  many  of  the  problems  gay  men  have 
stem  from  the  pressure  we  feel  to  intensify  our 
maleness,  which  means  to  intensify  the  violence 
in  our  personae,  so  that  our  relationships 
flounder  as  soon  as  needs  appear  and  we  are 
called  upon  to  accept  that  neither  our  lovers  nor 
ourselves  are  supermen.  We  seem  to  need  to  deny 
our  humanness,  as  if  any  hint  of  it  were 
equivalent  to  being  “feminine”  and  weak.  Even 
when  cruising  potential  tricks,  nothing,  I  think, 
so  scares  away  a  man  as  any  glimpse  of  fear  or 
despair  in  one’s  manner.  I  am  not  advocating 
that  gay  men  simply  stop  all  these  pretensions  to 
hardness  because  that  would  be  naive.  Everyone 
wants  to  feel  powerful,  everyone  wants  to  be 
found  attractive,  and  the  dilemma  we  face  is  that 
within  this  culture  hardness,  detachment,  a  fuck 
you  attitude  is  the  way  to  win.  Even  if  one  repud¬ 
iates  these  qualities  intellectually,  most  men  still 
find  them  fantasy  material,  so,  alas,  repression 
of  these  qualities  amounts  to  repression  of  much 
of  our  emotional  make-up.  I  think  that  the 
people  who  defend  S  and  M  on  the  grounds  that 
they  are  merely  expressing  tendencies  we  all  have 
are  correct.  One  cannot  simply  outlaw  or  urge 
abstinence  on  any  hierarchal  or  violent  expres¬ 
sions  of  sexuality  because  repression  only  inten¬ 
sifies  desire  and  what  can’t  be  expressed  directly 
will  find  another,  probably  more  destructive, 
outlet.  But  within  our  subculture  of 
“liberation,”  how  many  of  our  violent  fantasies 
can  we  express,  how  much  can  we  reinforce  the 
violence  in  male  sexuality,  before  the  monsters 
we  liberate  become  worse  than  those  from  which 
we  have  fled? 

It’s  dangerous  to  criticize  gay  culture  because 
any  admission  of  questionable  behavior  tends  to 
be  used  by  straights  as  reason  for  the  denial  of 
our  civil  rights  or  the  general  repression  of 
homosexuality.  But  among  ourselves,  granting 
that  the  expression  of  homosexual  desire  is  pro¬ 
foundly  healthy  for  society,  surely  we  can  admit 
that  something  is  wrong  in  Mudville.  The  bars, 
our  principal  cultural  institutions,  are  unsuppor- 
tive,  unfriendly  places,  our  relationships  are 
mostly  short  and  unsatisfying,  we  constantly 
confuse  our  sexual  needs  with  our  larger  needs 
for  companionship  and  love,  and  we  are  not 
learning  to  care  for  each  other.  It’s  easy  to  deny 
all  this  in  the  spirit  of  the  happy  homosexual,  but 
I  don’t  think  that  denial  helps  anyone.  I  love 
men,  and  I  love  myself  as  a  gay  man,  but  more 
and  more  I’m  embarrassed  at  what  gay  life  is  be¬ 
coming.  Does  wearing  a  swastika  have  to  become 
fashionable  before  we  acknowledge  the  problems 
in  our  culture  and  fight  their  manifestations  in 
ourselves?  I  used  to  believe  gayness  was  about 
love,  but  after  years  of  being  out  I’m  coming  to 
believe  that  love  in  gay  life  is  more  the  exception 
than  the  rule;  and  while  one  should  never  forget 
that  this  is  also  true,  and  perhaps  even  more  true, 
of  straight  society,  I  wonder  where  is  our  libera¬ 
tion?  There  are  no  simple  answers,  but  there  are 
certainly  questions  and  problems,  and  it  might 
do  us  all  good  to  get  a  little  huffy,  not  only 
should  we  spot  a  swastika  cruising  us  coldly,  but 
at  our  own  expression  and  love  of  such  violence. 
Perhaps  we  need  to  toss  these  emotions  around.

Dear  Editor, 

What  a  relief  to  read,  at  my  tender  age  of  51, 
an  articulation  of  experiences  I  have  had  as  a 
“strong  woman”  in  this  culture  —  and  by  a 
man  yet!  (GCN,  May  17,  1980,  Speaking  Out , 
“Misogyny,  Effeminacy  and  Male  Violence"  by 
Jim  Fishman).  I  have  been  the  recipient  of  labels 
like  “ballbreakingbitch”  and  “too  masculine” 
—  I  have  been  verbally  attacked  at  parties  by 
men  I  didn’t  know  who  turned  my  strength  into 
their  enemy.  I  have  experienced  sex  where  I  felt 
“self  less”  in  the  wake  of  a  man’s  barely  con¬ 
trolled  rage.  For  years,  my  image  of  my  body 
and  mind  reflected  self-hate  at  worst,  neutrality/ 
asexuality  at  best.  My  many  attempts  to  reach 
out  vulnerably  for  tender  treatment  was  met  with 
sneers  or  avoidance  —  the  message  being:  “I 
can’t  stand  you  weak,  but  don’t  be  strong”  —  an 
untenable  position  and  one  that  has  cost  me 
dearly  in  forward  action  in  my  behalf. 

Now  as  a  feminist  and  a  therapist,  I  have  a 
better  view  of  the  systems  affecting  both  men 
and  women  —  the  limited  roles  of  nuclear  family 
life  that  stultify  both  partners;  and  the  terrible 
emphasis  on  the  masculine  principle  which  de¬ 
limits  a  female  in  all  ways,  and  blocks  a  man’s 
right  to  develop  the  feminine  in  himself.  Con¬ 
sequently,  we  have  a  world  of  half-wits:  woman 
as  “feminine  a  la  Anita  Bryant”  and  persecuted 
anyway,  and  men  who  cannot  be  warm,  creative, 
and  intuitive.  And  we  wonder  why  our  children 
need  therapy!  I  consider  the  sane  ones  in  this 
society  to  be  those  who  seek  help  in  learning  to 
live  in  a  basically  schizophrenic  environment. 
Those  who  don’t  think  they  need  help  are  lost. 
And  our  work  is  to  create  a  world  where  each 
person  is  whole  in  their  development  of  their 
total  brain. 

Thank  you,  Jim,  for  saying,  as  a  man,  what 
women  attempt  to  say  from  our  particular  one- 
down  position.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  Marie  Cartier’s 
“review”  of  Cris  Williamson’s  music  which 
appeared  in  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No.  41 .  If  GCN  insists 
upon  giving  1  Vi  pages  to  a  woman  who  has  an 
axe  to  grind,  you  could  at  least  have  the  heading 
be  more  accurate  and  instead  of  labeling  it  a 
review,  label  it  what  it  was,  “a  personal  attack  by 
Marie  Cartier.”  And  if  you  insist  upon  contin¬ 
uing  to  give  so  much  space  to  articles  in  which 
authors  lash  out  at  individuals  and  groups  in  the 
lesbian  and  gay  male  community,  why  don’t  you 
make  it  into  a  regular  weekly  section.  You  could 
call  it  “Hating  Freely.”  That  way,  those  of  us 
who  are  working  to  build  our  culture  together 
with  love  and  clarity  could  avoid  the  depressing 
and  aggravating  experience  of  reading  destruc¬ 
tive  and  hate-filled  pieces. 

Marie  seems  particularly  threatened  by  Cris’s 
song  “When  Anger  Takes  the  Wheel.”  I  like  the 
way  the  song  offers  simple  perceptions  about 
anger  without  feeling  the  need  to  justify  it  with 
political  rhetoric.  “When  anger  takes  the  wheel 
there  ain’t  no  other  way  to  feel,  but  hard.”  The 
reviewer  has  obviously  felt  hard  for  a  long  time. 

She  obsesses  on  the  “kill  them  with  kindness, 
That’s  what  Daddy  said”  lines.  It’s  obvious  from 
the  anger  in  Cris’s  voice  that  she’s  not  judging 
anger  to  be  a  bad  emotion  or  that  she’s  out  to 
appease  anyone  with  social  smiles,  as  is  implied. 

I  can’t  find  anywhere  in  the  song  where  it’s 
implied  that  women  shouldn’t  fight  back  when 
they  are  sexually  assaulted  and  I  was  outraged  by 
the  thought.  1  don’t  think  a  woman  needs  to  hate 
to  protect  herself  and  I  seriously  question 
whether  hate  is  a  healthy  emotion. 

The  opening  lines  “Well,  if  you  hate  some¬ 
thing,  chances  are  you  fear  it  and  fear  means 
forever  on  the  wheel”  speak  directly  to  the  re¬ 
viewer’s  attitudes.  It’s  apparent  that  she  does 
fear  and  feel  jealous  of  Cris’s  ability  to  have  a 
strong  enough  personal  identity  to  call  herself  a 
“humanist”  as  well  as  a  “feminist,”  so  that  she 
can  sing  women’s  music  from  which  all  people 
can  benefit.  The  bitter,  hateful  edge  to  Marie’s 
attitude  sounds  like  it  may  come  from  a  fear  of 
dealing  openly  and  compassionately  with  people 
who  don’t  conform  to  her  rigid  standards  of 
what  is  politically  correct. 

Lesbians,  gay  men,  and  all  people  are  very  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  Cris  Williamson  recording  and 
performing  her  clear,  simple,  spiritually  healing 
music.  She  creates  magic  and  it’s  too  bad  that 
others  feel  the  need  to  pick  it  apart  out  of  their 
own  fears.  1  am  a  gay  male  singer-songwriter  and 
she  has  been  a  great  source  of  inspiration  to  me. 

Let’s  learn  from  her  and  create  a  new  culture, 
a  new  life,  a  “live  dream.”

Mr.  Leonard,  Mr.  Stringer, 

This  is  to  inform  you  that,  under  separate 
cover,  you  will  be  receiving  from  us  a  number  of 
petitions  which  document  the  negative  public 
reaction  to  your  recent  program,  "Gay  Power, 
Gay  Politics.”  Enclosed  are  those  television 
reviews  which  appeared  in  Boston  newspapers. 
These  reviews,  also,  are  evidence  of  powerful 
negative  response. 

We  will  be  forwarding  copies  of  both  the  peti¬ 
tions  and  the  articles  to  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force,  to  be  used  in  a  possible  Fairness  Doctrine 
and  News  Council  complaint. 

We  want  to  stress,  as  your  program  did  not, 
that  this  exercise  of  “gay  power”  is  not  an  act  of 
violence  or  intimidation  of  the  public  or  your 
network;  rather  it  is  an  exercise  of  legitimate  pro¬ 
cedures  in  the  struggle  for  fair  representation. 
Your  report  was  not  felt  to  be  representative  of 
gay  and  lesbian  groups  and  the  struggle  for  civil 
rights,  and  its  distortions  must  be  corrected. 

We  request  that  you  publicize  our  reactions 
and  fairly  readdress  the  issues  you  initially 
sought  to  cover;  that  you  give  national  redress 
through  the  national  network;  random  local  re¬ 
sponse  will  not  suffice. 

We  would  hope  that  CBS,  both  as  a  news  out¬ 
let  committed  to  fair  coverage  and  as  an  organi¬ 
zation  which,  rightly  or  wrongly,  often  influ¬ 
ences  public  opinion,  will  be  responsive  at  this 
time. 

We  would  like  an  immediate  personal  reply  to 
this  letter.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  Cuban  refugees 
entering  this  country  who  are  homosexuals  and 
in  particular  to  those  Cuban  homosexuals  who 
have  been  detained  in  federal  prisons  and  face 
possible  deportation  as  a  result  of  the  policy  of 
the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  that 
homosexuality  is  a  reason  to  refuse  to  admit  a 
refugee. 

Not  only  has  the  American  government  and 
the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  gone 
against  the  wishes  of  the  people  with  respect  to 
immigration,  but  the  INS  has  taken  it  upon  itself 
to  act  as  a  moral  judge  from  its  tower  on  Mount 
Olympus  with  respect  to  the  Cuban  refugees  and 
would  thereby  deport  the  most  intelligent,  gifted, 
and  creative  refugees,  that  is,  the  homosexual 
Cubans,  on  the  basis  of  morality,  calling  them 
“undesirable  aliens.”  Such  a  policy  constitutes 
not  only  an  injustice  to  the  Cuban  homosexuals, 
but  it  is  a  direct  insult  and  slur  upon  every  homo¬ 
sexual  in  this  country. 

The  INS  is  sadly  mistaken  if  it  thinks  that 
homosexuals  are  going  to  stand  idly  by  in  acqui¬ 
escence  to  an  immigration  policy  which  freely 
admits  heterosexuals  who  are  responsible  for 
most  of  the  ugliness  in  the  world  from  war  to 
poverty  and  deports  homosexuals.  We  will  not 
stand  for  it. 

Homosexuals  are  fast  coming  to  the  realiza¬ 
tion  that  we  are  homosexuals  first  and  anything 
else  (including  being  an  American)  second,  third, 
or  last,  and  that  our  homosexuality  is  really  more 
important  than  anything  else.  In  the  final  analy¬ 
sis  it  is  not  the  similarities  between  people  but  the 
differences  between  them  which  are  the  most 
important  thing,  and  as  homosexuals  we  have 
more  in  common  with  homosexual  citizens  of 
other  countries  than  we  have  with  any  American 
heterosexual.

The  Marxists 
Have  Got  It  Backwards

The  shocking  reports  on  the  treatment  of  homosexuals  in  Cuba  make  it  more  evident 
than  ever  that  in  class  society,  there  is  sexual  power  as  well  as  economic  power;  that  there 
are  both  sexual  relations  (i.e.,  an  unequal  division  of  power  between  homosexual  and 
heterosexual  people  and  between  men  and  women)  and  economic  relations  (i.e.,  an 
unequal  division  of  power  between  workers  and  capitalists);  and  that  the  classical  Marxist 
idea  that  the  sexual  relations  will  automatically  be  overthrown  when  the  economic  relations 
are  overthrown  is  a  mistake,  along  with  all  present-day  Marxist  positions  based  on  it,  e.g., 
the  Revolutionary  Socialist  League’s  idea  that  since  the  oppression  of  homosexuals  has  no 
particular  purpose  in  the  productive  structure  of  society,  lesbians  and  faggots  should  be 
recruited  to  build  the  revolutionary  part  but  not,  particularly,  to  combat  homophobia,  and 
the  Socialist  Workers’  Party’s  position  against  all  and  any  feminist  political  parties,  includ¬ 
ing  those  based  on  working-class  women  with  the  goal  of  making  the  care  of  individual 
members  of  society  the  responsibility  of  all  society  instead  of  the  responsibility  of 
individual  women,  i.e.,  a  socialist  goal. 

The  reason  for  this  mistaken  view  is  partly  in  the  circumstance  that  Marx  was  not 
aware  until  10  years  after  the  publication  of  Capital  that  the  matriarchal  commune  had 
been  the  first  form  of  society.  He  did  not  know  that  there  had  been  a  re-organization  of 
society  from  matriarchal  to  patriarchal,  and  that  this  had  included  a  major  change  in  the 
social  and  productive  roles  of  men  and  women,  i.e.,  that  women  had  been  the  creators  of 
social  life,  the  first  tool-makers,  the  discoverers  of  fire  and  its  uses,  the  inventors  of  agri¬ 
culture,  the  medical  arts,  rope-making,  weaving,  basketry,  leather-working,  pottery  (and 
thus  probably  metallurgy),  architecture  and  engineering  (See  Reed,  Woman’s  Evolution, 
1975,  Briffault,  The  Mothers,  1927,  et.  al.),  but  had  become  chattel  slaves  —  breeders  — 
the  property  of  the  men  who  owned  them  —  the  reproducers  instead  of  the  producers.  This 
was  not  taken  into  account  in  Marx’s  development  of  his  theory  of  history  from  the 
differences  in  the  productive  activities  of  the  groups  within  society — the  sexual  groups  were 
not  regarded  as  economic  groups.  But  the  sexual  groups  are  economic  groups.  For  every 
$1.00  that  a  man  in  the  work  force  gets  paid,  a  woman  gets  59C,  and  women  get  paid 
nothing  for  their  labor  in  the  family.  And  since  profit  is  the  unpaid  value  of  labor,  it  is  true 
that  sexism  is  the  result  of  the  profit  system. 

But  if  the  economic  relations  cause  the  sexual  relations,  then  sexual  relations  also 
cause  the  economic  relations.  This  is  what  Engels  has  said,  i.e.,  that  cause  and  effect  are 
dialectical  opposites: 

...  as  inseparable  as  they  are  opposed  .  .  .  they  interpenetrate .  .  .  they  merge,  they  dissolve  in 
the  concept  of  universal  action  and  reaction  in  which  causes  and  effects  are  constantly  chang¬ 
ing  places,  so  that  what  is  effect  here  and  there  will  be  a  cause  there  and  then,  and  vice  versa. 
(Anti-Duhring,  Foreign  Language  Press,  Peking,  1976,  p.  27) 

Thus,  it  is  as  Trotsky  wrote  in  1937,  after  the  Russian  revolution  had  failed,  when  the 
family  was  being  rehabilitated,  i.e.,  that 

[t]he  most  compelling  motive  of  the  present  cult  of  the  family  is  undoubtedly  the  need  of  the 
bureaucracy  for  a  stable  hierarchy  of  relations  and  for  the  disciplining  of  youth  by  means  of 
40,000,000  points  of  support  for  authority  and  power  .  .  .  (The  Revolution  Betrayed,  Path¬ 
finder  Press,  Inc.,  New  York,  1972,  p.  153.) 

Thus,  by  teaching  that  it  is  “natural”  for  some  people  to  have  power  over  others,  the  sex- 
roles  of  the  family  condition  us  to  accept  the  rule  of  an  external  authority.  This  is  what  the 
women  of  Boston’s  Rape  Crisis  Center,  Wages  for  Housework  Committee,  and  others  said 
in  1979  when  they  charged  Massachusetts  Governor  King  and  his  accomplices  (viz., 
“federal,  state  and  local  officials,  judges,  legislators  and  police”)  with  “rape,  conspiracy 
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a  cold  war 

Dear  Editor: 

How  are  new  developments  within  Boston,  a 
national  “leader”  in  lesbian  and  gay  political 
thought  and  action,  translated  and  transmitted 
outward?  GCN,  an  important  newspaper  na¬ 
tionally,  has  kept  up  with  the  issues  and  the 
rapidly  changing  questions  and  proposals  sur¬ 
rounding  them.  As  I  have  discussed  with  friends 
on  the  staff,  alternative/radical  political  analysis 
and  cultural  expression  are  frequently  overshad¬ 
owed  by  coverage  of  reformist  politics.  Yes,  it’s 
true  that  reformist  politics,  whether  bourgeois  or 
simply  legislation-oriented,  do  reflect  the  present 
gay  majority  condition.  However,  ignorance  of 
radical  organizing  for  the  reason  that  it  repre¬ 
sents  a  “slim  minority”  indicates  a  cold  war 
mentality.  The  range  of  self-questioning  and 
commitment  to  liberation  is  probably  a  hundred 
times  wider  and  deeper  in  the  grass  roots  oriented 
movement  than  in  its  conformist,  right-wing  off¬ 
shoot. 

I  am  challenging  GCN's  frequent  choices  of 
conservative  as  newsworthy  and  radical  as  filler. 
Needless  to  say,  1  am  thoroughly  disappointed 
with  the  inadequate  coverage  of  the  Festival  of 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Culture  which  took  place  in 
February  (especially  when  I  see  all  this  conserva¬ 
tive  stuff  taking  priority.)

Dear  Editors, 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  open  the  features 
pages  of  GCN  and  find  the  intelligent  writing  of 
Andrea  Loewenstein.  In  her  analysis  of  James 
Baldwin’s  work  and  in  “Sad  Stories:  A  Reflec¬ 
tion  on  the  Fiction  of  Ann  Bannon”  she  has 
combined  the  best  qualities  of  literary  review  and 
criticism  with  a  high  lesbian- feminist  conscious¬ 
ness.  The  results  have  been  informed,  thought- 
provoking  articles  which  challenge  our  political 
consciousness  without  the  cant  of  political 
rhetoric. 

Several  weeks  ago  a  letter  in  this  column  com¬ 
plained  that  “fictional,  creative  writing  .  .  . 
crowds  valuable  space,  space  that  could  have 
been  used  for  urgent,  real  writing.”  I,  for  one, 
am  pleased  to  read  feature  articles  in  a  “news” 
paper,  and  would  like  to  see  more  non-news 
writing  of  that  caliber.  What  concerns  me  is  not 
the  lack  of  space  for  news,  but  the  selective  non¬ 
reporting  of  it.  I  have  heard  of  two  incidents  of 
physical  abuse  of  women  in  Boston’s  newest 
“women’s”  bar.  In  both  instances  men  in  the  bar 
were  allowed  to  assault  women.  I  know  for  a  fact 
that  at  least  one  of  these  incidents  came  across 
the  News  Editor’s  desk  —  and  stopped  there! 

As  a  woman  who  goes  to  women’s  bars  on  oc¬ 
casion,  I  find  it  inexcusable  that  the  news  depart¬ 
ment  chose  not  to  follow  up  a  story  like  that.  I 
am  aware  of  the  long  and  tedious  hours  which 
are  put  in  to  report  and  compile  on  national 
news,  and  I  applaud  the  News  Editor’s  efforts  in 
that  area.  However,  to  concentrate  on  reporting 
that  is  national  in  scope  to  the  exclusion  of  im¬ 
portant  local  news  is  poor  policy  as  well  as  poor 
politics.  When  we  overlook  violent  actions 
against  lesbians  because  they  seem  isolated  or 
petty,  we  actually  give  tacit  consent  and  en¬ 
courage  those  actions. 

Please  be  more  thoughtful  about  what  makes 
news.  Lesbians  want/need  to  know  about  these 
things.

to  rape  and  perpetuate  violence  against  women,  and  uphold  men’s  power  over  women  in 
order  to  uphold  their  own  power  over  everyone,”  i.e.,  that  it  is  the  sexual  relations  that 
uphold  the  rule  of  the  state  (Friday,  July  27,  12:00  noon,  Boston  Common,  Mass.).  And 
since  it  is  the  state  that  defines  and  enforces  the  property  laws  it  is  therefore  the  sexual 
relations  that  allow  the  economic  relations  to  continue  to  exist.  When  it  is  thus  seen  that  the 
sexual  relations  “cause”  the  economic  relations  at  the  same  time  that  they  are  caused  by 
them,  then  the  function  of  homophobia  in  class  society  becomes  clear:  by  teaching  that 
relations  between  sexual  equals  are  unnatural,  heterosexism  upholds  the  unequal  division 
of  power  between  men  and  women  and  thus  the  rule  of  the  party  in  socialist  countries 
(where  no  ruling  party  is  “withering  away”  as  Engels  said  it  should,  or  showing  any  signs 
of  doing  so),  and  the  rule  of  the  bourgeoisie  in  capitalist  countries. 

Thus,  Cuban  brothers  and  sisters  have  suffered  and  suffer  now,  all  the  homosexuals  in 
China  are  either  in  their  closets  or  in  mental  hospitals,  one  of  the  most  popular  TV  shows 
in  Russia  is  a  sexist  “give-away”  which  resembles  our  “Miss  America”  pageant  and  three 
Russian  women  were  recently  arrested  for  publishing  an  underground  feminist  newspaper, 
etc.  And  because  the  principle  of  the  dialectical  unity  of  opposites  has  never  been  applied 
to  the  relation  of  the  sexual  and  the  economic  relations,  the  worker’s  movement  in  this 
country  remains  largely  antagonistic  to  the  women’s  movement  with  the  result  that  sexism 
and  heterosexism  divide  the  working  class  to  the  extent  that  the  unity  that  is  necessary  for 
socialist  revolution  does  not  exist.  There  is  thus  today  on  earth  no  truly  democratic  society 
in  which  all  have  equal  rights  and  none  has  authority  over  another.  Meanwhile,  in  this 
country,  the  right  and  the  Church  each  continue  to  grow  in  strength  and  draw  closer 
together. 

So  American  socialists  who  support  the  rights  of  women  and  homosexuals  should 
realize  that  the  sexual  relations  must  be  overthrown  along  with  the  economic  relations:  they 
should  advocate  equal  time  for  the  homosexual  life-style  on  TV  showing  us  as  normal 
members  of  society  who  lead  lives  like  everybody  else,  and  affirmative  action  in  hiring 
homosexual  teachers  and  others  who  work  with  children  so  that  children  growing  up  can 
see  that  there  are  two  modes  of  sexual  expression  and  that  both  are  normal;  they  should 
teach  that  since  women  and  homosexuals,  as  well  as  Third  World  peoples,  have  been 
denied  their  history  and  identity  under  patriarchy,  they  need  to  reclaim  and  develop  their 
own  culture  and  should  therefore  have  their  own  community  centers,  newspapers,  radio 
and  TV  stations,  political,  educational  and  cultural  organizations,  etc.,  and  a  separate 
state,  if  they  so  desire:  they  should  teach  that  self-defense  education  should  be  provided  for 
women,  Third  World  peoples  and  homosexuals  in  all  schools  and  workplaces,  that  there 
should  be  anti-sexist,  anti-racist,  and  anti-heterosexist  education  in  all  media  and  anti¬ 
racist,  anti-sexist,  and  anti-heterosexist  education  in  all  schools  and  workplaces,  and  that 
women’s  neighborhood  committees  should  be  paid,  trained,  and  equipped  to  protect  the 
streets  and  night  and  transport  members  of  oppressed  groups  home  at  night  from  busstops, 
etc.  Instead  of  talking  about  what  women  and  homosexuals  can  do  for  socialism,  the 
socialists  should  show  what  socialism  could  do  for  women  and  homosexuals.

Dear  GCN, 

As  someone  who  has  written  to  the  paper  oc¬ 
casionally  to  express  criticisms  and  negative  con¬ 
cerns,  I  think  it’s  appropriate  for  me  to  write 
now  and  let  you  know  how  wonderful  the  paper 
has  been  over  the  past  few  months. 

I  am  struck  by  several  things.  The  news  pages 
contain  a  strong  amount  of  national  news  and 
are  generally  well-written  and  pertinent,  even 
when  they’re  not  specifically  about  lesbians  or 
gay  men.  I  still  wish  you’d  cover  more  lesbian 
news  and  get  the  news  out  quicker,  but  that’s  not 
your  fault.  You’ve  been  pleading  for  news 
writers  and,  while  I’ve  seen  several  new  bylines 

—  David  Morris,  J.  K.  Gaffney,  Ron  Dayman  (a 
favorite  French-Canadian  writer  of  mine  who 
I’ve  been  reading  in  the  Body  Politic  for  years!) 

—  we  need  more.  I  believe  GCN  needs  corre¬ 
spondents  in  every  major  city  and  we  all  have  an 
obligation  to  send  GCN  local  news  and  write  it 
when  we  can.  This  is  not  a  highly  financed  paper, 
nor  does  it  depend  on  other  sources  of  news  for 
most  of  its  material  —  wire  services,  other  gay 
papers,  the  Times.  GCN  is  the  primary  source  of 
gay  news  in  this  nation,  and  all  of  us  have  to  take 
an  active  part  in  getting  the  news  to  the  editors. 

The  features  pages  continue  to  be  a  delight  to 
me  —  from  “Random  Lust,”  which  satisfies  the 
need  I  used  to  have  for  pulp  novels,  to 
“Unicorn,”  always  charming  and  humorous.  I 
particularly  believe  you’ve  accumulated  an  im¬ 
pressive  group  of  book  reviewers  and,  while  you 
make  an  occasional  error  by  trouncing  a  piece  of 
high-quality  literature,  your  literary  “team”  is 
insightful,  sensible,  and  understands  literature 
well  —  which  is  more  than  I  can  say  these  days 
for  most  reviews  of  literature.  I  have  also  been 
very  impressed  by  the  center-feature  lately  —  the 
piece  on  matriarchal  linguistics  was  exciting  to 
me,  and  Kyper’s  article  on  early  movement  days 
was  interesting  (since  I  am  very  much  closeted). 
While  I  miss  some  of  the  writers  I  used  to  love  in 
GCN  —  Tommi  Avicolli,  Paula  Bennet,  Robert 
Etherington  —  this  new  crop  can  hold  its  own. 

I  also  want  to  say  that  I  believe  that  GCN  is  the 


most  important  (even  vital)  paper  for  gay  people 
to  read  because  it  is  working  to  include  lesbians 
and  gay  men.  Now  I  have  no  trouble  getting 
along  with  gay  men,  but  lots  of  women  have 
well-founded  hostilities  towards  men.  GCN  deals 
with  both  the  issues  we  can  work  together  on  and 
the  issues  on  which  we  just  can’t  find  common 
footing.  I  am  truly  impressed  that  lesbian 
theorists  and  writers,  particularly  Adrienne  Rich, 
Audre  Lorde,  and  Andrea  Dworkin,  read  GCN 
and  respond  to  the  letters  pages.  While  much  in 
GCN  must  be  distasteful  to  separatists  and 
lesbian-feminists,  I  find  it  very  important  that 
issues  be  debated  and  discussed  in  the  paper. 
And  I  continue  to  be  impressed  with  the  writing 
of  Jil  Clark,  Andrea  Lowenstein,  and  Lee 
Swislow. 

Finally,  the  paper  has  been  looking  full  lately, 
almost  bursting  out  of  its  pages.  The  advertising 
department  is  doing  a  fantastic  job  getting 
enough  ads  to  give  us  a  larger  paper.  And  I  have 
truly  loved  some  of  the  recent  covers  —  parti¬ 
cularly  this  week’s  cover  of  some  tough-looking 
dyke  reading  a  pulp  novel  in  a  bookstore.  Just 
great! 

So,  I  hope  the  positive  feedback  keeps  the  staff 
going  for  a  few  weeks.  And  I  hope  that  everyone 
who  reads  this  letter  feels  very  obligated  to  make 
GCN  an  even  better  paper.  I  want  each  one  of 
you  to  face  up  to  this  responsibility  and  either  1 . 
Send  money  (make  sure  you  send  along  a  note 
saying  Ms.  Tucker  inspired  this  donation),  2.  If

district.  Given  that  candidates 
abound,  victory  may  be  possible 
by  obtaining  a  relatively  small 
percentage  of  the  votes.  Hence  the 
special  attraction  the  race  would 
have  for  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  in  this  heavily  gay  district. 

Among  the  initial,  possible  can¬ 
didates  from  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community:  Ann  Maguire,  co¬ 
chair  of  the  Massachusetts  Gay 
Political  Caucus  and  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Boston’s  NOW  chapter; 
Arthur  Meade  Irwin,  the  director 
of  the  community  information 
center  at  the  bar  Buddies;  Gary 
Dotterman,  manager  of  The  Bar; 
Robin  MacCormack,  Mayor Kev¬ 
in  White’s  liaison  to  the  gay/les¬ 
bian  community;  and  Kathryn 
Triantafillou,  a  lawyer  and  cur¬ 
rently  co-host  for  the  WCAS  pub¬ 
lic  affair  program  Closet  Space. 

One  person  who  seemed  to  be  a 
logical  choice  was  former  state 
representative  Elaine  Noble.  But 


residency  requirements  immedi¬ 
ately  precluded  Noble’s  re-entry 
into  state  legislative  politics  from 
the  Eighth  Suffolk  district  this 
year. 

Within  the  first  few  weeks  of 
the  scramble  for  Frank’s  state 
representative  seat,  Ann  Maguire 
and  Kathryn  Triantafillou  ruled 
themselves  out.  Robin  MacCor¬ 
mack  also  declined  the  bid  for 
state  representative.  The  only 
openly  gay  candidates  apparently 
still  in  the  race  are  Gary  Dotter¬ 
man  and  Meade  Irwin. 

There  are  many  other  candid¬ 
ates  for  the  Eighth  Suffolk  state 
representative  seat.  Two  of  the 
more  politically  attractive  pros¬ 
pects  are  Tom  Vallely,  a  political 
consultant,  and  Carolyn  Stewart, 
now  campaigning  in  California 
for  presidential  candidate  John 
Anderson.  In  weeks  to  follow, 
GCN  will  more  closejy  examine 
the  numerous  candidates,  their 
qualifications,  and  their  positions.

with  Paul,  and  I  asked  Paul,” 
Fricke  told  GCN.  “And  when 
[permission)  was  denied,  I  felt 
that  there  was  no  reason  for  the 
denial,  it  was  against  my  own 
human  rights,  and  stuff  like 
that.” 

Fricke  said  that  he  also  thought 
that  “by  doing  it,  I  was  helping 
myself  and  other  people  by  giving 
other  gay  students  the  opportunity 
to  do  it  (attend  a  prom)  without 
having  to  fight  for  it.” 

The  18-year-old  senior  said  that 
he  was  also  inspired  by  Guilbert’s 
1979  attempt  to  attend  Cumber¬ 
land’s  prom  with  another  man. 
Guilbert,  then  a  17-year-old  Cum¬ 
berland  student,  was  denied  per¬ 
mission  by  Lynch;  his  case  re¬ 
ceived  national  attention,  but  he 
was  unable  to  file  suit  because  he 
was  not  yet  legally  an  adult  and 
his  parents  refused  him  permis¬ 
sion  to  take  legal  action  against 
the  school. 

Fricke’s  parents,  he  says,  have 
been  more  supportive.  “My 


mother,  I  don’t  know  —  she 
called  up  a  newspaper  and  told 
them  that  she  opposed  it  [the 
suit).  But  actually,  with  my 
parents  I  had  agreed  to  tell  people 
that  we  had  agreed  that  I  am  my 
own  man  and  that  I  can  make  my 
own  decisions,  since  I’m  18.” 

His  fellow  students’  reactions 
have  been  mixed.  “At  the  an¬ 
nouncement  (of  the  suit),  some  of 
them  reacted  with  an  average  reac¬ 
tion;  most  of  them  were  really 
mature  —  they  handled  it  well. 
But  some  of  them  —  you  may 
have  heard  that  I  was  punched 
[one  student  punched  Fricke, 
leaving  a  gash  below  his  eye  that 
required  five  stitches],  so  obvious¬ 
ly,  some  of  them  were  immature 
about  it.  But  it  was  really  a  minor¬ 
ity  of  the  students  who  were  being 
jerks.” 

Since  the  punching  incident, 
Lynch  has  provided  Fricke  with  a 
special  escort  from  class  to  class 
and  a  special  parking  place  closer 
to  the  school  doors  to  minimize 
the  possibility  of  attack. 


Fricke  and  Guilbert  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  special  ride  by  the 
school  to  the  Pleasant  Valley 
Country  Club  in  Sutton,  Mass., 
where  the  dance  is  being  held  this 
year.  Plainclothes  or  uniformed 
police  officers  will  be  in  attend¬ 
ance,  and  students  will  be  checked 
for  any  sort  of  liquor. 

How  will  Fricke  handle  the  spe¬ 
cial  attention  he  will  undoubtedly 
receive  at  the  prom?  “I’m  going 
to  be  absolutely  oblivious  to  it. 
I’m  going  to  ignore  any  voyeurs, 
or  anybody  like  that.  I’m  just  not 
going  to  pay  any  attention  to  it. 
I’m  just  going  to  have  a  good  time 
—  that’s  what  I  intend  to  do.” 

If  the  press  coverage  of  the 
event  is  heavy,  “hopefully,  I’ll 
look  my  best,  I  guess,”  Fricke 
said  with  a  chuckle. 

He  and  Guilbert  plan  to  wear 
tuxedoes.  “I  don’t  even  have  the 
color  down  yet,”  Fricke  said. 
“People  are  saying  lavender,  and 
I’m  saying  I  don’t  know  —  I  don’t 
want  to  get  too  tacky.”

into  urban  areas  may  be  part  of 
the  process  of  pushing  third  world 
and  poor  people  out  of  their 
neighborhoods.  The  panelists  said 
that  it  is  important  for  gay  men 
and  lesbians  to  realize  that  their 
interests  lie  in  stopping  this  ten¬ 
dency.  It  is  important  to  build  a 
movement  for  decent  housing  for 
all  —  starting  with  poor  people  — 
and  not  simply  to  support  the 
economic  privilege  of  some  gay 
people,  panelists  said. 

The  final  presentation  Sunday 
afternoon  dealt  with  class  issues: 
building  class  consciousness 
within  the  gay  movement,  fighting 
heterosexism  in  the  left,  and 
developing  a  Marxist  analysis  of 
gay  oppression,  were  the  topics 
discussed. 

During  the  weekend  there  were 
also  workshops  and  caucuses  on 
all  these  topics  and  more:  a 
women’s  and  a  men’s  caucus, 
workshops  on  specific  anti-racist 
and  anti-Klan  work  that  is  being 
done,  on  feminism,  on  media  and 
culture,  and  on  class. 

Each  workshop  could  initiate 


resolutions  to  be  presented  to  the 
entire  conference  for  approval. 
Several  resolutions  were  passed  on 
Monday  morning:  one  called  for 
justice  for  Arthur  McDuffie  in 
Miami  and  expressed  solidarity 
with  the  black  community  in 
Miami, which  rose  up  against  the 
acquittal  by  an  all  white  jury  of 
four  white  cops  in  McDuffie’s 
brutal  murder.  Another  called  for 
an  anti-racist  banner  to  be  carried 
in  the  Stonewall  Commemoration 
Demonstration  in  New  York  City 
this  June. 

A  newsletter  will  be  organized 
to  facilitate  communication 
among  gay  socialists. 

This  conference  was  a  step  in 
encouraging  discussion  within  the 
gay  left.  The  goals  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  could  have  been  more  clearly 
defined  and  the  issues  could  have 
been  talked  about  with  more 
depth  and  more  enthusiasm;  these 
criticisms  will  be  dealt  with  in 
greater  depth  at  a  later  date.  But 
the  conference  did  air  some  im¬ 
portant  views  and  will  be  helpful 
in  establishing  priorities  for  work 
that  needs  doing.

day’s  dance  and  one  staff  member 
remarked  that  it  was  more 
crowded  than  he’d  ever  seen  it. 

Lesbians,  who  have  been 
coming  to  Provincetown  in  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  over  the  past 
few  years  appeared  to  make  up  a 
sizeable  portion  of  the  tourist  in¬ 
dustry  and  guest  houses  with  a 
predominently  lesbian  clientelle 
report  advance  bookings  for  the 
summer  season  far  exceeding 
recent  seasons. 

Several  changes  have  occurred 
in  Provincetown  since  last 
summer  which  have  bearing  on 
gay  people.  This  past  fall  the  Pro¬ 
vincetown  Drop-In  Center,  which 
provided  the  primary  emergency 
health  care  in  town,  went  bank¬ 
rupt  and  closed.  While  some 
services  that  were  formerly  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Center  are  being  pro¬ 
vided  by  other  agencies  on  the 
Outer  Cape,  Provincetown,  which 
has  never  had  adequately  funded 
social  or  medical  services  is  now 
even  weaker  than  in  recent  years. 

The  town  government  has  been 
wracked  by  a  series  of  resignations 
by  officials  over  the  past  six 


months  including  the  town 
manager,  town  clerk,  several 
selectpersons,  the  recreation 
director,  and  the  funding  coor¬ 
dinator.  While  an  acting  town 
manager  has  been  appointed 
recently,  it  is  clear  to  many 
residents  that  much  of  the  town 
business  has  been  backing  up. 
Marvin  Coble,  the  first  openly  gay 
man  to  be  elected  town  selectman 
in  1979  resigned  this  month  and

them  locked  up.” 

In  response  to  the  perceived  in¬ 
adequacy  of  the  prosecution  of 
gay-related  crimes,  a  group  was 
formed  to  monitor  the  criminal 
justice  system  and  put  pressure  on 
the  D.A.’s  office  to  prosecute. 
The  ‘‘Chelsea  Anticrime  Watch¬ 
dog  Coordinating  Committee,”  as 
it  is  called,  is  presently  working  on 
the  Allison-Sutherland  case.  “We 
have  to  force  the  D.A.  and  the 
police  commissioner  to  get  serious 


has  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his 
lover.  Several  people  are  running 
for  Coble’s  seat  including  Alice 
Foley,  a  lesbian  and  a  nurse  who 
formerly  worked  at  the  Drop-In 
Center. 

Despite  the  problems,  it  seems 
that  lesbians  and  gay  men  will 
continue  to  vacation  on  the 
beaches  of  Provincetown  and  en¬ 
joy  the  shops  and  sqcial  atmos¬ 
phere  of  the  town. 


about  these  guys.  For  whatever 
reason,  they  don’t  want  to  pro¬ 
secute.  If  we’re  not  getting  help 
from  the  city  we’ll  have  to  do  it 
ourselves,”  commented  member 
John  Stackhouse. 

Other  steps  to  reduce  crime 
discussed  at  the  May  9  meeting 
include  setting  up  a  special  hotline 
for  reporting  gay-related  crimes, 
creating  a  gay  police  auxiliary 
(uniformed  but  unarmed  patrol 
guards),  and  working  to  obtain 
city  funding  for  recreational  facili¬ 
ties  in  the  Fulton  Houses  area. 
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A  Matter  of  Survival: 


Dykes  and  F aggots  Resist  N ukes

This  past  weekend,  in  Seabrook,  New  Hampshire, 
anti-nuclear  activists  once  again  came  together  to 
attempt  to  occupy  the  site  where  the  Seabrook  nuclear 
power  plant  is  being  constructed.  Among  this  group  of 
activists,  as  always,  we  re  lesbians  and  gay  men.  GCN 
interviewed  some  of  the  lesbians  and  gay  men  who  have 
been  active  in  anti-nuclear  work.  They  are  not 
“professional  activists”  but  are  instead  members  of  our 
community  in  Boston  and  Massachusetts  who  have 
made  a  commitment  of  time  and  energy  to  stopping  the 
nuclear  industry.  Some  of  them  will  be  at  Seabrook  and 
some  will  not.  They  are  not  experts,  but  people  who  are 
learning  from  the  experience.  But  it  is  well  to  stop  and 
listen  to  them  reflect  on  their  work  in  the  movement  and 
their  hopes  for  the  future.  This  is  not  an  attempt  to  deal 
with  the  entire  history  of  Jesbians  and  gay  men  doing 
anti-nuke  work  but  is  taken  from  several  interviews  and 
conversations  I  have  had  with  selected  individuals. 
These  are  conversations  about  commitment. 

Many  of  the  gay  or  lesbian  anti-nukers  who  have  been 
active  for  some  time  started  out  as  members  of 
predominantly  straight  groups  such  as  the  Clamshell 
Alliance.  These  individuals  were  “out”  to  varying 
degrees  as  individuals.  Initially,  at  least,  there  were  few, 
if  any,  specifically  lesbian  or  gay  anti-nuke  organiza¬ 
tions. 

In  talking  about  some  aspects  of  the  history  of  lesbian 
and  gay  involvement,  Allen  Young,  a  political  activist 
and  writer  living  in  western  Massachusetts  speculated: 
“To  a  certain  extent,  the  earlier  stages  of  the  anti¬ 
nuclear  movement  were  based  in  rural  areas.  Rural 
areas  have  less  of  an  upfront  gay  population  and  I  think 
that  has  held  back  gay  involvement  in  the  anti-nuclear 
movement.  As  the  movement  becomes  more  city 
oriented,  I  think  more  gay  people  are  going  to  be 
brought  in.” 

While  the  early  stages  of  the  movement  may  not  have 
had  a  visible  lesbian/gay  contingent,  there  does  seem  to 
have  been  consistent  involvement,  even  if  in  small 
numbers  and  even  if  not  specifically  identified  as 
“gay.”  Allen  Young  continues:  “Lesbians  and  gays 
have  always  been  active  in  movements  for  social  change 
and  this  movement  is  really  no  different,  except  that 
now  gays  are  more  visible,  more  up  front.” 

Leslie  Cagan,  a  lesbian  feminist  who  participated  in 
the  organization  of  the  April  26th  march  on  Washing¬ 
ton  sponsored  by  the  Coalition  for  a  Non  Nuclear 
World,  also  speculates  on  lesbian/gay  involvement: 
“Because  I’m  new  [to  the  anti  nuclear  movement]  my 
own  immediate  knowledge  of  the  participation  of  lesbi¬ 
ans  and  gay  men  is  a  little  sketchy.  My  sense  is  that  what 
has  happened  in  this  movement  is  parallel  to  what  has 
happened  in  a  lot  of  other  movements.  And  that  is  that 
people,  as  individuals  with  some  common  concern,  got 
involved  as  individuals.” 

One  individual  who  became  involved  was  Dave 
Drolet.  In  an  article  written  for  GCN  (Vol.  4,  No.  48), 
Drolet  describes  his  experiences  at  the  Seabrook 
occupation  of  1977,  where  he  was  one  of  approximately 
1600  people  who  were  arrested.  During  the  time  that  the 
demonstrators  remained  under  arrest,  Drolet  had  the 
opportunity  to  identify  himself  as  a  gay  man  and  discuss 
the  implications  of  that  with  some  of  his  fellow  arrest¬ 
ees.  For  Drolet,  it  was  a  positive  experience  and  he 
wrote  “Though  I’d  simply  gone  to  Seabrook  wanting  to 
wear  a  button  on  my  backpack  to  establish  a  gay 
presence  in  a  largely  straight  movement,  I  had  ended  up 
participating  in  a  love-in  with  straight  clams  [members 
of  the  Clamshell  Alliance].” 

While  the  reception  that  Drolet  received  and  the 
education  he  managed  to  do  was  encouraging,  it  seemed 
that  a  more  visible  and  organized  gay  presence  was 
viewed  by  some  as  a  threat. 

In  August  of  1977,  a  few  months  after  Seabrook, 
Christopher  Garten,  a  gay  man,  went  to  a  rally  spon¬ 
sored  by  Mobilization  for  Survival  in  Boston.  During  a 
silent  vigil,  Garten  displayed  a  banner  identifying  him¬ 
self  as  a  gay  man.  Garten  was  asked  by  an  organizer  to 
discontinue  displaying  the  banner.  He  did  so,  while  tell¬ 
ing  the  organizer  “If  you  can’t  support  me,  then  I  can’t 
support  you”  and  he  left. 

Allen  Young  participated  in  the  1978  rally  at  Sea¬ 
brook  as  an  openly  gay  man.  He  and  his  friend,  Denis 
Helmus,  carried  a  banner  identifying  themselves  as 
“Gays  Against  Nukes.”  In  recalling  what  it  was  like  to 
be  so  openly  gay,  Young  said:  “Things  weren’t  so  bad 
...  I  don’t  think  we  were  ever  in  danger  or  subject  to 


large  amounts  of  hostility.  Not  that  many  people  were 
glad  to  see  the  banner.  There  was  a  certain  amount  of 
discomfort.  But  people  should  have  been  glad  to  see  it.” 

One  person  who  was  glad  to  see  it  was  W  illiam  Loeb, 
the  editor  of  the  right  wing  Manchester  Union  Leader 
who  published  a  series  of  three  photographs  in  his 
coverage  of  the  rally  at  Seabrook.  As  Young  wrote  in 
Fag  Rag  (Fall  1978,  #23/24):  “The  photo  of  our  banner 
appeared  in  between  two  others,  and  the  captions  are 
illustrative  of  the  thinking  of  the  paper’s  editors.  The 
first  picture  showed  a  man  hawking  a  paper  called  The 
Young  Socialist  with  the  caption,  ‘The  socialists  were 
there  .  .  .’  then  came  our  banner  and  the  caption  ‘.  .  . 
and  so  were  the  sodomites  .  .  .’  and  finally  a  photo  of 
Dick  Gregory  with  the  caption  ‘.  .  .  and  Dick 
Gregory.’  ” 

But  besides  raising  eyebrows,  the  banner  raised  some 
interesting  points.  Young’s  opinion  is  that  “We  [gays 
and  lesbians]  remain  essentially  an  embarassment.  A  lot 
of  people  in  the  anti-nuke  movement  think  of  them¬ 
selves  as  reaching  out  to  America.  And  when  they  think 
of  reaching  out  to  America,  they  don’t  want  faggots  and 
dykes.  To  them,  America  is  heterosexual.  Our  presence 
at  an  anti-nuclear  demonstration  makes  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  somehow  kooky  —  and  marginal.  They  don’t  want 
to  acknowledge  the  fact  that  we  are  there.  They’re 
forced  to  tolerate  our  presence  because  our  movement  is 
so  strong.  But  I  don’t  think  they’re  really  pleased  about 
it.  If  you  could  get  a  lot  of  people  in  the  movement  to 
speak  their  minds,  they  would  say  ‘Yeah,  we’re  all  for 
gay  rights  but  we  think  that  you  should  put  that  issue 
aside.’  ” 

“Put  the  issue  aside”  was  the  advice  that  a  group  of 
lesbians  were  given  when  they  gave  out  literature  which 
connected  the  anti-nuke  issue  with  lesbianism  at  that 
same  1978  rally.  According  to  Anni  Waterflow,  a  parti¬ 
cipant,  the  women  were  angered  by  the  lack  of  cooper¬ 
ation  they  got  from  the  stage  in  announcing  the 
existence  and  whereabouts  of  an  all- woman’s  space. 
They  wrote  a  statement  which  they  asked  to  read.  When 
refused,  the  women  threatened  to  storm  the  stage. 
Waterflow:  “We  stormed  up  there  to  the  stage  and  read 
a  2  or  2'A.  minute  statement  about  patriarchy.  We  asked 
why  there  weren’t  more  women  speakers  and  why  was 
Clamshell  becoming  so  hierarchical.  For  that  action,  we 
were  accused  of  being  divisive.  But  that’s  typical  —  we 
were  silenced  and  ignored  and  when  we  complained  we 
were  ‘being  divisive.’  The  people  who  were  causing  the 
division  were  the  people  who  were  refusing  to  respect 
us.” 

Garten,  who  was  also  at  the  rally  said:  “It  was  just 
one  issue  at  the  time,  ‘nuclear  power.’  The  lesbians  were 
the  only  ones  who  spoke  out.  They  earned  respect 
because  they  were  up  front  about  why  they  were  there 
and  what  they  wanted.” 

The  women  who  took  part  in  that  action  formed  the 
core  of  those  who  shortly  after  founded  the  group 
LUNA  (Lesbians  United  in  Non  Nuclear  Action).  In 
May  of  1979,  less  than  a  year  after  the  Seabrook  rally,  a 
member  of  LUNA  would  be  a  scheduled  speaker  at  the 
Plymouth,  MA  rally  at  the  site  of  the  Pilgrim  I  nuclear 
plant,  and  would,  among  other  things,  detail  the  con¬ 
nections  LUNA  saw  between  nuclear  power  and 
homophobia. 

While  these  events  were  occurring  at  public  rallies  and 
demonstrations,  the  women,  especially,  were  having  dif¬ 
ficulty  remaining  in  the  straight  organizations.  In  com¬ 
menting  on  the  Clamshell  Alliance,  a  number  of  women 
noted  the  sexism  and  “macho”  behavior  which  they 
experienced. 

Says  Paola,  a  lesbian  feminist  active  both  in  LUNA 
and  the  Coalition  of  Direct  Women  (one  of  the  groups 
which  organized  the  May  24  Seabrook  Occupation  this 
past  weekend)  “[Some  members  of  the  Clamshell]  just 
didn’t  listen  to  women,  they  didn’t  take  women  seri¬ 
ously.  The  men  were  dominating  meetings,  not  calling 
on  women  as  often,  not  listening  to  women  and  often 
not  creating  space  for  women  to  facilitate  meetings.  .  .  . 
I  worked  with  Clamshell  for  a  couple  of  years  and  a  lot 
of  the  time  it  was  a  burn  out  for  me.  I  felt  I  put  a  lot  of 
energy  into  confronting  men  on  their  sexism  and  I 
didn’t  want  my  energy  to  be  going  into  that.  I  wanted 
my  energy  to  be  going  into  seeing  the  connections 
between  sexism  and  nuclear  power  and  seeing  it  as  part 
of  the  system.” 

Waterflow,  who  eventually  went  on  to  work  with 
LUNA,  said  of  her  experiences:  “There  were  some  ‘in¬ 
politicos’  who  ran  Clam  who  were  into  a  power  trip. 
Issues  were  not  resolved  by  rational  [discussion]. 


Instead,  people  were  trying  to  get  control  to  do  it  their 
own  way.” 

Instances  like  these  seem  to  have  played  a  part  in  the 
formation  of  all-women,  all-lesbian  or  all-gay  groups. 
However,  it  was  not  simply  a  reaction,  but  was  also  a 
positive  choice.  Leslie  Cagan  says  “As  a  lesbian  or  gay 
there  is  a  tendency  to  be  self-consciously  political,  to  see 
your  lesbianism  as  a  political  reality.  It’s  almost  a  gut, 
instinctual  kind  of  thing  to  draw  the  connections  and 
that’s  easier  done  when  you  are  doing  it  with  a  group  of 
people  who  share  that  reality.  .  .  .  Lesbians  probably 
first  sought  out  other  women  as  feminists  and  then  a 
subset  of  that  was  lesbians.  The  anti-nuke  movement  is 
shaped  by  the  reality  of  there  being  a  women’s 
movement  and  a  gay  movement.” 

Waterflow  says:  “I  wanted  to  do  something  about 
nuclear  power  and  as  a  woman  scientist,  I  was  excited 
about  doing  something  technical  with  other  women  who 
had  similar  interests.  I  thought  that  it  would  be  com¬ 
fortable,  fighting  something  in  this  kind  of 
community. 

“Also,  I  was  just  coming  out,  myself,  and  I  didn’t 
know  any  other  lesbians.  I  felt  real  isolated  in  my 
community  that  was  —  not  exactly  homophobic  —  but 
very  ignorant.  I  needed  to  be  around  other  people  who 
knew  what  [being  a  lesbian]  was  like.  [And]  I  needed  to 
meet  other  lesbians.” 

In  contrasting  her  experiences  in  LUNA  with  the  ex¬ 
periences  she  had  in  the  Clamshell  Alliance,  Paola  notes 
the  particular  strengths  of  LUNA:  “[In  the  Clamshell], 
I  felt  that  all  of  this  energy  was  focused  on  the  action 
and  not  on  the  process.  What  I  do  in  LUNA  is  another 
world.  The  process  is  really  respected.  It  didn’t  come 
easy,  but  people  were  a  little  more  conscious  of  what 
they  were  doing  and  how  they  were  treating  each  other. 
When  you  confront  people,  they  don’t  immediately  get 
ultra-defensive  like  they  do  in  Clamshell.  And  that’s 
why  LUNA  is  a  relief  to  me  after  working  in 
Clamshell. 

“I  feel  like  I  need  a  separate  group.  I  feel  like  my  ulti¬ 
mate  goal  is  to  be  solid  with  other  groups,  for  there  to 
be  solidarity.  But  we  are  oppressed  groups  and  women 
are  oppressed  in  this  coalition.  That’s  a  reality.  Our 
separation  is  a  space  where  we  can  both  nurture  each 
other  and  create  a  strength  with  each  other.  And  also  so 


that  we  can  step  out  of  the  coalition  and  see  ways  in 
which  oppressive  behavior  is  going  down  and  we 
weren’t  seeing  [before].  And  also  to  give  us  the  inspira¬ 
tion  to  want  to  change  it.  It’s  necessary  for  groups  to  be 
separated.  It’s  not  possible  to  be  uniform  and  if  we 
force  it,  it  will  be  fake,  it  will  destroy  us,  in  a  way.” 

Cagan  expresses  similar  beliefs:  “I’ve  always  been 
committed  to  autonomy,  especially  women’s  autonomy. 
At  the  same  time,  I  believe  in  the  need  for  coalitions, 
alliances  and  finding  ways  of  getting  together  with  other 
groups.” 

As  a  lesbian/gay  presence  became  more  visible,  both 
through  the  existence  of  organizations  and  through  in¬ 
creased  visibility  of  individuals,  changes  began  to  occur. 
Lesbians  and  gay  men  have  undoubtedly  had  an  affect 
on  the  movement,  and  the  movement  has  affected  us. 
But  change  has  been  slow,  and  at  times  it  seems  like  no 
change  at  all. 

On  May  6th,  1979,  125,000  people  marched  in 
Washington,  DC  to  protest  nuclear  power.  At  the  rally 
following  the  march,  a  small  group  of  gay  men  was 
attacked  while  their  fellow  marchers  looked  on.  Both 
Cagan  and  Paola  were  at  the  march  and  described  their 
experiences.  Said  Cagan,  “I  went  with  a  group  of 
women  and  it  was  clear  we  were  lesbians  and  it  was 
interesting  to  see,  as  the  day  went  on,  how  we  were 
treated  by  the  young  men.  Nothing  actually  physical, 
but  there  were  stares  and  calls.” 

Said  Paola,  “I  was  with  LUNA  at  that  point  and  we 
got  harassed  by  people  all  around  us.  They  weren’t  the 
anti-nukers  who  belonged  to  organizations,  but  they 
were  people  who  would  put  bumper  stickers  on  their 
cars  and  sing  anti-nuke  songs.  But  they’ll  harass 
lesbians  at  an  anti-nuke  gathering.  They  don’t  see  the 
connections  at  all.” 

Cagan  continues:  “There  was  an  announcement  from 
the  stage  about  the  gay  men  being  beaten  up  and  it  made 
us  all  very  frightened  and  very  angry.”  For  Paola  “The 
hard  part  for  me  was  that  people  didn’t  even  get  to 
speak  for  themselves  and  get  to  say  what  they  thought 
was  going  down,  to  share  what  it  was  like  for  them  and 
the  fact  that  people  simply  watched.” 

Cagan  reacted  to  the  incident:  “Although  I  went  to 
Washington  as  a  concerned  citizen,  I  [now]  had  to  say  to 
myself  ‘I’m  not  just  a  person,  I’m  a  woman  and  I’m  a 


lesbian  and  that’s  the  reality.’  I  left  [Washington] 
feeling  very  mixed  [but  realizing]  that  we  as  feminists 
and  as  lesbians  [have]  to  assert  more  leadership  in  the 
anti-nuclear  movement.” 

While  the  incident  in  Washington  left  lesbians  and 
gays  feeling  angry,  it  was  also  clear  that  the  attack  and 
harassment  did  not  come  from  the  mainstream  of  the 
anti-nuke  movement.  George  Fulginiti-Shakar,  a 
member  of  the  musical  group  Bright  Morningstar  which 
performs  at  many  anti-nuke  rallies,  described  positive 
reactions  as  he  walked  about  the  crowd  that  day, 
holding  hands  with  another  man. 

Indeed,  in  very  general  terms  at  least,  things  do  seem 
to  be  better,  although  “how  much”  is  still  in  question. 
As  mentioned  earlier,  Allen  Young  sees  it  as  a  vague 
sort  of  tolerance.  But  he  also  talks  about  why  tolerance 
is  not  enough.  “The  anti-nuclear  movement  talks  about 
the  crisis  of  the  planet.  But  we  have  crises  on  a  day-to- 
day  basis  because  we’re  gay.  We  are,  in  effect,  appeal¬ 
ing  to  the  participants  of  the  anti-nuke  movement  to 
support  our  struggles.” 

Cagan  also  sees  the  need  for  more  than  simply 
tolerance  or  acceptance  and  talks  about  that  within  the 
context  of  the  organizing  work  that  she  did  for  the 
march  on  Washington  on  April  26th,  which  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Coalition  for  a  Non  Nuclear  World.  “It’s 
so  hard  to  know  what  is  superficial  and  what  is  a  deep 
understanding  of  another  person’s  struggle.  I  was  the 
first  person  to  suggest  that  we  have  a  gay  speaker  at  the 
April  26th  march.  Maybe  somebody  else  would  have 
suggested  it  if  I  hadn’t  been  there,  I  don’t  know.  I  in¬ 
sisted  that  the  gay  speaker  had  to  go  on  the  main  stage 
and  I  had  to  explain  several  times  over  why  that  was  im¬ 
portant.  That  was  never  an  issue  for  black  speakers,  or 
Native  American  speakers.  It  was  understood;  people 
had  taken  in  the  importance  of  those  struggles.  [So]  it’s 
that  in-between  stage  where  there  isn’t  open  hostility, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  there  wasn’t  active  participation 
helping  to  make  those  things  happen.” 

Paola  has  maintained  indirect  ties  to  the  Clamshell 
Alliance  via  her  association  with  the  Coalition  of  Direct 
Women,  and  talks  about  some  changes  she  has  seen 
within  that  context:  “I  work  with  CDW,  which  was 
formed  as  the  feminist  task  force  of  the  Clamshell  and  I 
also  work  with  LUNA.  I  [continue]  to  work  with 


[CDW]  because  I  know  that  I  have  an  impact  on  the 
women  in  that  group.  One  of  the  things  that  I  wanted  to 
do  was  to  see  that  group  and  LUNA  start  to  work 
together.  I  knew  that  LUNA’s  process  would  affect 
CDW’s  process  which  would  affect  Clamshell’s  process. 
The  more  presence  we  have  at  a  coalition  meeting  or  at 
Seabrook,  the  greater  the  effect  we  will  have  on  the 
movement.  .  .  .  Things  like  the  Hartford  gathering, 
where  women  who  aren’t  lesbians  are  coming  and  exper¬ 
iencing  a  whole  new  reality  has  brought  down  a  lot  of 
walls.  For  them,  it’s  a  culture  shock,  but  it  makes  an 
impression.  And  that’s  part  of  the  visibility  thing. 
People  are  able  to  participate  in  all  of  that  and  it  affects 
people’s  lives.” 

In  talking  about  the  effect  that  all  of  this  has  had  on 
men  within  the  Clamshell,  Paola  says:  “It  varies  greatly 
from  man  to  man.  There  are  some  men  who  have 
changed  a  lot.  There  are  some  men  who  on  the  surface 
seem  to  have  changed  a  lot  but  they’ve  only  changed  a 
lot  of  their  superficial  behavior.  Like  now  they  don’t 
call  women  ‘girls,’  things  like  that.  But  you  don’t  feel 
like  they’ve  really  changed  in  their  hearts.  You  don’t 
feel  like  they  are  really  feeling  differently  about  power 
relationships,  they  don’t  seem  to  have  that  conscious¬ 
ness.  They  will  see  the  power  connections  between  a 
corporation  and  a  bank  .  .  .  but  it’s  out  there  they  see  it, 
they  don’t  see  it  in  their  own  lives.  It’s  changing  some¬ 
what  from  people  continually  confronting  them,  but  it 
varies  greatly  from  man  to  man.  The  men  who  have 
changed  the  most  are  the  men  who  have  become  part  of 
men’s  caucuses  or  men’s  groups  where  that  stuff  can  be 
worked  on.” 

Of  the  people  interviewed,  Fulginiti-Shakar  is  in 
many  ways  one  of  the  most  public  of  gays  within  the 
anti-nuke  movement.  As  a  member  of  Bright 
Morningstar,  he  often  has  occasion  to  ‘come  out’  on 
stage  to  large  audiences.  He  makes  his  decision  to  come 
out  on  an  audience-by-audience  or  performance-by¬ 
performance  basis,  and  points  out  the  affect  that  his 
action  can  have  on  both  straights  and  gays  within  the 
audience.  He  cites  an  instance  where  a  man  came  up  to 
him  after  a  performance  and  thanked  him  for  coming 
out.  He  later  discovered  that  this  man  was  also  gay, 
although  isolated.  Fulginit.i-Shak.ar  emphasizes  the  need 
to  avoid  the  overdoses  of  rhetoric  and  to  keep  anti¬ 
nuclear  work  on  a  personal  basis. 

Through  all  of  this  discussion  of  the  effect  that  gays 
have  had  on  the  anti-nuke  movement,  it  is  Leslie  Cagan 
who  points  out  that  “It  isn’t  so  much  wanting  to  reform 
the  anti-nuclear  struggle  as  believing  that  all  of  these 
issues  are  really  connected.  It  is  trying,  through  my  own 
involvement  and  hopefully  the  involvement  of  other 
lesbians  and  gay  men,  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of 
what  the  connections  are.  I  think  that  work  might 
inform  our  struggle  in  terms  of  the  gay  movement  and 
the  women’s  movement.  We  have  to  uncover  the  many 
layers  of  domination  and  control  so  that  we  can  see 
more  about  our  own  issues.” 

The  necessity  of  “making  the  connections”  has  been 
a  consistent  one,  at  least  in  lesbian/gay  analysis.  And 
these  connections  are  central  to  those  who  were  inter¬ 
viewed  about  their  anti-nuclear  activity.  An  effort  has, 
and  is  still  being  made  to  see  this  activity  as  part  of  a 
much  larger  picture.  Thus,  talking  about  what  brings 
lesbians  and  gay  men  to  do  this  work  is  very  involved. 
But  even  more  than  that,  as  Leslie  Cagan  points  out,  it 
is  still  evolving.  So  that  while  questions  have  been 
asked,  their  answers  can  often  be  considered  a  basis  for 
thought  or  discussion,  rather  than  unalterable  conclu¬ 
sions.  “It’s  hard  to  be  concrete  about  the  connections 
because  we  still  have  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do  in 
uncovering  those  connections.  That’s  what  we’re  doing 
in  the  anti-nuke  movement,  uncovering  another  layer.” 

For  Cagan,  one  of  the  most  basic  reasons  for  being 
involved  in  anti-nuclear  work  is  the  destructive  power  of 
the  technology.  “I’m  actually  relatively  new  to  this 
movement,  although  my  history  does  go  back  to  the 
early ’50s  when  I  remember  going  to  ‘Ban  the  Bomb’ 
demonstrations  with  my  family.  So  I’ve  been  aware  of 
the  bomb  and  the  potential  for  wtfr  and  that  in  turn  has 
framed  a  lot  of  my  political  activity  as  an  adult.” 

Says  Paola,  “I  see  nuclear  power  as  about  the  most 
life  threatening  example  of  the  patriarchy.  It  is  the  most 
life  threatening  in  that  it  could  obliterate  us  all.  I  see 
nuclear  power  as  a  front  for  nuclear  weapons  and 
weapons  as  being  the  whole  expression  of  male 
supremacist  aggression.”

If  one  frequents  womyn’s 
places,  the  subject  of  “womyn’s 
music”  is  more  than  likely  to  be 
part  of  the  general  conversation. 
The  names  one  hears  are  very 
often  the  same:  Holly  Near, 
Teresa  Trull,  Cris  Williamson, 
and,  of  course,  Meg  Christian.  All 
of  these  womyn  have  appeared  in 
the  New  England  area  recently. 
The  Holly  Near  concert  sold  out 
at  4,000,  Meg  Christian  at  1300 
and  Cris  Williamson  at  2700.  The 
concerts  all  got  various  responses, 
but  all  three  performers  played  to 
full  houses.  On  May  17,  the  situa¬ 
tion  at  the  Modern  Theater  was  a 
little  different.  The  Mary  Watkins 
trio  and  jazz  vocalist  Linda  Tillery 
performed  two  shows  for  a  half- 
filled  theater.  The  Modern  holds 
600. 

As  is  standard  with  Allegra  pro¬ 
ductions  the  concert  was 
interpreted  for  the  hearing 
impaired.  Child  care  was  also 
made  available.  The  performers 
themselves  were  magnificent. 
Charlotte  Prince,  the  advertised 
drummer  for  the  Mary  Watkins 
Trio, was  unable  to  appear.  In  her 
stead,  Linda  Tillery  played  drums. 
Tillery  performed  one  solo 
during  the  song  “According  to  the 
People”  that  left  the  audience  on 
their  feet.  Watkins  performed 
several  new,  unrecorded  pieces 
that  proved  her  to  be  an  innovat¬ 
ive,  sophisticated  and  moving 
writer/composer  as  well  as  a 
polished  professional  jazz  pianist. 
Karen  Horner,  currently  from 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  made  me 
feel  as  if  the  bass  belonged  in  a 
womyn’s  arms. 

During  the  second  part  of  the 
show,  Linda  Tillery  sang  with 
Peggy  Stern  as  pianist.  Tillery’s 
voice  was  rich  with  expression. 
She  pours  herself  out  to  the 
people,  giving  them  a1  warm 
tangible  spirit.  She  had  a  “Boston 
Crowd”  of  300  sounding  like  a 


thousand  —  shouting  and 
clapping  till  their  hands  were  red. 
The  rapport  between  Tillery  and 
her  pianist  Peggy  Stern  was  close 
to  perfect. 

The  concert  was  by  far  the  most 
stimulating  and  well-performed 
event  that  has  taken  place  in 
Boston  in  a  long  time. 

Both  Mary  Watkins  and  Linda 
Tillery  express  affection  and 
thanks  to  those  who  attended  the 
concerts. 


Mary  Watkins 

A  few  days  after  the  concert,  I 
had  the  chance  to  talk  to  Mary 
Watkins.  The  following  are  some 
of  her  thoughts  about  jazz  and  the 
womyn’s  community. 

VP:  What  do  you  think  is  needed 
in  womyn’s  jazz? 

MW:  I  would  like  to  see  more 
womyn  instrumentalists.  There 
just  aren’t  enough  of  us  on  the 
forefront.  We’re  more  recognized 
as  vocalists,  not  as  musicians. 
There  are  a  few  on  the  progressive 
jazz  scene,  like  Carla  Bley,  who’s 
real  good.  She  writes  a  lot  too, 
which  is  definitely  needed. 

VP:  How  did  you  get  interested  in 
jazz? 

MW:  I  got  into  jazz  late  in  my  life. 
I  didn’t  grow  up  with  it.  I  played 
classical  and  pop,  but  I  always 
improvised  on  any  kind  of  music. 
Jazz  provides  a  perfect  space  for 
improvisation.  I  had  a  talent  for* 
it.  The  rhythm  and  feeling  of  jazz 
is  something  that  was  natural.  For 
a  long  time  I  didn’t  really  define 
myself  as  a  jazz  artist.  I  just 
started  by  playing  fill-in  for  other 
people  in  small  bands.  If  someone 
got  sick  they  called  me  in.  I  just 


started  picking  up  more  tunes  and 
felt  real  good  with  it.  No  one 
person  had  a  major  influence  on 
me.  1  feel  that  sound  training  on 
the  piano  is  necessary.  Good 
piano  players  set  standards  in 
music. 

VP:  Where  can  we  look  for  future 
womyn  jazzers? 

MW:  Well,  they’re  coming  out 
from  all  over.  Schools  are  giving  a 
little  more  room  for  jazz.  More 
womyn  are  experimenting  on  their 
own.  They’re  starting  to  take  the 
role  of  instrumentalist  seriously. 
VP:  How  do  you  feel  about  male 
instructors  teaching  aspiring 
womyn  musicians? 

MW:  You  should  get  the  best 
instruction  available.  Whoever  is 
the  best  in  your  area  is  it.  Womyn 
owe  that  to  themselves,  no  matter 
who  it  is. 

VP:  What  kind  of  support  do  you 
think  womyn  musicians  need? 

MW:  We  need  as  much  as 
possible!  Condescension  is 
detrimental.  It  simply  creates 
trouble.  What  we  really  need  is 
honest,  constructive  criticism. 
Womyn  tend  not  to  be  critical 
towards  womyn  musicians  about 
their  music.  We  need  to  learn  that 
honest  critiques  are  essential. 
High  standards  in  our  music  are  a 
must  if  we  are  to  compete  in  the 
real  world.  Music  is  a  very  diffi¬ 
cult  field  to  be  in.  Survival  is  the 
name  of  the  game. 

VP:  What  kind  of  saleability  does 
jazz  have? 

MW:  Jazz  fusion  is  probably  the 
most  commercial  right  now.  But 
jazz  on  the  whole  isn’t  really  a 
“commercial”  form  of  music, 
although  it  is  being  revived  now. 
It’s  very  important  for  womyn  to 
do  our  own  material,  to  get  it  out 
there  and  circulating.  For  me, 
writing  is  a  top  priority.  I  don’t 
mind  other  people  doing  my 
material.  It  helps  it  to  be  heard. 
Womyn  have  to  write  strong 
music  so  that  there  is  good  stuff  to 
work  from. 

VP:  How  do  you  feel  about 
touring? 

MW:  On  the  whole,  I  like  it.  Some 
tours  are  more  financially  success¬ 


ful  than  others.  People*  especially 
womyn,  don’t  seem  to  have  much 
money  right  now.  If  there’s  more 
than  one  concert  in  the  area  we 
tend  to  lose  out.  Playing  to 
womyn  presents  a  lot  of  problems. 
Some  don’t  come  for  the  music. 
Some  come  to  be  politically  vali¬ 
dated.  Some  get  real  upset  if  you 
don’t  talk  about  “the  cause.”  It’s 
a  drag  for  me  as  a  musician.  You 
hear  a  lot  of  talk  about  support 
and  that’s  about  all  it  is.  I  feel  that 
I’ve  put  out  a  lot  for  the  womyn’s 
community  and  I  feel  the  return 
has  not  been  in  kind.  They  want 
things  done  in  a  certain  way.  A  lot 
of  high  quality  is  expected  yet  the 
quality  of  support  just  isn’t  there. 

Recently  in  California,  one  of 
our  womyn  musicians  got  sick  and 
couldn’t  play,  so  on  real  short 
notice  we  got  this  very  fine  male 
musician  as  a  replacement.  The 
man  is  a  great  musician  and  was 
very  supportive  of  us.  When  we 
got  on  stage,  womyn  in  the 
audience  started  yelling 
obscenities  and  throwing  garbage 
on  to  the  stage.  They  were  dis¬ 
graceful.  I  was  absolutely 
disgusted  by  their  behavior.  There 
were  men  in  the  audience,  the  con¬ 
cert  had  not  been  billed  as  an  all- 
womyn  event  and  to  treat  a  person 
like  that  is  inexcusable.  It  just 
wasn’t  fair.  This  is  my  work.  I 
wouldn’t  go  on  their  jobs  and  do 
that.  We  got  lots  of  letters  saying 
we  let  the  womyn’s  community 
down,  we’d  sold  out.  That’s  fan¬ 
tasy.  I  live  and  work  in  the  real 
world  and  I  mind  standing  in  the 
welfare  line.  Some  womyn  don’t 
understand  that. 

VP:  Do  you  think  being  a  black 
artist  is  harder  in  general? 

MW:  Yes!  Black  artists  go 
through  all  sorts  of  changes  and 
many  of  us  have  never  gotten  our 
full  recognition.  It’s  very  hard.  If 
womyn  can’t  identify  with  you 
they  don’t  support  you.  Whereas 
it’s  easier,  relatively,  for  white 
jazzers  to  get  over. 

VP:  “Dealing  with  one’s  racism" 
is  a  hot  topic  right  now.  How  do 
you  feel  about  it? 

MW:  The  west  coast  community 


went  through  that  several  years 
ago.  I  think  it’s  possible  to  work 
on  racism.  But  I  think  just  sitting 
around  in  all  white  support  groups 
just  talking  about  it  is  a  form  of 
mental  masturbation.  I  had 
people  discuss  the  issue  in  front  of 
me  as  if  1  wasn’t  even  there  and 
politely  ignore  me.  This  happened 
recently.  They  act  as  if  being  black 
is  like  being  from  another  planet 
or  something.  I  go  through 
periods  of  being  very  angry.

exasperated  and  frustrated  by 
classist  boundaries,  which  I  feel  is 
the  real  problem.  But  all  that 
anger  is  very  draining.  Limitations 
are  set  by  people  in  power.  These 
people  are  very  comfortable  where 
they  are  and  comfort  is  real 
paralyzing.  1  as  a  person  am 
always  moving.  Being  with  people 
1  have  learned  to  transcend  a  lot 
of  “isms.”  I  had  to  do  it  in  order 
to  survive. 

VP:  Do  you  think  the  womyn’s 
community  expects  a  lot? 

MW:  Yes,  in  some  ways  I  think 
they  expect  too  much  .  .  .  It’s  the 
thing  about  quality  and  quantity 
again.  But  in  some  ways  there’s  a 
lot  of  empathy  in  the  community 
which  is  just  plain  dangerous. 
How  about  caring  about  us  as 
womyn  artists?  I  know  what  I  do 
in  day-to-day  life  is  a  lot  more 
convincing  than  some  political 
rap.  I  hold  on  to  the  essence  of 
myself  and  I’m  very  proud  of 
that.  Certain  things  are  necessary 
in  order  to  maintain  yourself  as  a 
living  person.  Womyn  artists  must 
learn  to  live  and  create  in  the  real 
world.

stranger  next  to  her.  Gertrude 

Toklas!  Somehow,  the  name  had 
a  familiar  ring  to  it.  There  was 
something  indefinably  false  about 
her  neighbor’s  wig,  her  shifting 
accent  .  .  .  her  story. 
Furthermore,  her  high  school, 
ever  cognizant  of  the  danger  of 
Communist  infiltration,  had  never 
admitted  exchange  students! 
“What  strange  and  abnormal 

world  of  crime  have  I  unwittingly 

gotten  myself  into?”  Jo  asked 
herself.  “All  I  wanted  was  a 
peaceful  vacation!”  Now  the 
stewardess  brought  the  drinks  and 
Gert  grabbed  at  them  in  her 
jerking  way.  Hoping  that  this 
artificial  stimulant  might  relax 
her,  Jo  took  a  deep  draft  of  her 
amoretto  and  coke.  But  what  was 
this  unexpected  obstacle  meeting 
her  lips?  Choking,  she  removed  a 
painted  plastic  glue-on  fingernail, 
blood-red  in  hue.  And  looking 
over,  she  saw  that  one  of  Gert’s 
nails  had  changed!  No  longer  was 
it  the  pointed  finger  of  a  lady  of 
fashion.  Instead,  Jo  saw  a  blunt, 
chewed  up  nail.

Allen  Young  believes  “We  have 
made  important  contributions  to 
the  ideas  of  the  anti-nuclear 
movement.  The  gay-feminist  an¬ 
alysis  has  talked  about  dominance 
and  control  and  nuclear 
technology  as  the  ultimate  in 
dominance  and  control.” 

Anti-nuclear  activists  also  see  a 
connection  among  other  struggles. 
Cagan  says  “I  don’t  believe  there 
is  one  primary  cause  for  oppres¬ 
sion.  Race,  class,  sex,  sexual 
orientation  just  begin  to  define  the 
ways  we  are  all  oppressed.  .  .  . 
The  way  that  we  lack  control  over 
our  own  lives,  be  that  around  our 
sexuality  or  how  we  get  energy,  is 
all  connected.” 

Paola  ventures:  “Some  of  the 
people  in  the  anti-nuke  movement 
have  looked  at  the  ways  in  which 
nuclear  power  is  connected  to 
other  kinds  of  things.  It’s  con¬ 
nected  to  all  the  systems’  kinds  of 
oppressions:  to  sexism,  to  the 
patriarchy,  to  the  oppression  of 
third  world  countries.  How  do  we 
get  to  the  point  where  we  are  so 
wealthy  and  half  the  world  is 
starving  to  death?  We’ve  been 
taught  that  there  is  no  connection 
at  all  because  we’ve  been  taught  to 
see  things  in  categories  which 
obscure  the  connections.” 

Cagan  continues  on  the  con¬ 
nection  between  our  consumerism 
and  nuclear  power.  “I’m  not  anti¬ 
technology,  the  problem  is  when 
the  technology  takes  control  over 
us.  They’ve  shoved  some  of  these 
‘energy  saving’  appliances  down 
our  throats.  Why  do  we  need 
nuclear  power?  Because  we  need 
more  energy  to  run  all  these 
needless  appliances.”  Along  this 
line,  Paola  further  notes  the  waste 
of  energy  in  such  things  as  over- 
processing  foods,  such  as  sugar, 
which  is  processed  until  it  is  pure 
white. 

The  theme  of  competitiveness 
and  the  destructiveness  of  nuclear 
technology  is  one  to  which  gay 
men  are  responding.  They  see 
their  very  lifestyles  of  being  men 
loving  men  as  a  challenge  to  that. 

For  Anni  Waterflow,  an  impor¬ 
tant  point  to  make  is  that  lesbians 
and  gays  can’t  make  these  connec¬ 
tions  only  so  that  others  will  take 
up  our  struggle.  We  must  also  be 
willing  to  take  up  theirs.  Water- 
flow  believes  that  it  is  usually  the 


with  my  life.”  And  before  Jo 
could  protest,  she  had  deposed  the 
bundle  she  had  been  clutching 
with  such  vim  into  Jo’s  arms. 
Which  was  how  it  happened  that 
Jo  Burke,  little  knowing  that  she 
had  just  committed  the  crime  of 
involuntary  deposition, 

punishable  in  California  by  a 
sentence  of  up  to  fifty-seven  and 
three-quarters  concurrent 

weekends  in  jail1,  mosied,  thumb 
out,  onto  the  California  freeway, 
with  two  new  burdens.  One  rested 
securely  beneath  her  arm.  The 
other  hid  away  in  the  place  where 
her  heart  thumped  between  her 
ribs.  For  Alison  had  unwittingly 
chosen  even  better  than  she  herself 
knew.  Others  would  have  let  her 
burden  drop  by  the  wayside.  But 
the  dyke  with  the  marshmallow 
heart,  when  entrusted  with  a 
woman’s  life,  would  never  let  it 
fall. 

Meanwhile,  Alison  Mulenkoff 
alias  Gertrude  Toklas  slithered

poor  who  bear  the  brunt  of  the 
negative  effects  of  nuclear  power. 
It  is  often  they  who  have  the  jobs 
which  might  lead  to  exposure  to 
radiation.  “People  at  anti-nuke 
rallies  say  that  they  don’t  want 
nuclear  power  and  that  they  want 
the  money  for  human  needs. 
Where  are  all  these  people  when 
the  human  needs  rallies  occur?” 

“The  majority  of  the  anti-nuke 
movement  is  white  and  middle 
class  or  upper  working  class.  They 
are  educated  people,  with  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  privilege. 
They’re  used  to  saying  ‘I  want  this 
and  I  can  have  it.’  And  that  in¬ 
cludes  saying  ‘1  have  a  right  to 
nuclear  free  future.’  They’re  used 
to  being  able  to  demand  their 
rights.  Whereas  poor  people  are 
used  to  being  told  ‘you  can’t 
have.’  There  are  a  lot  of  ‘you 
can’ts  when  you  are  brought  up 
poor.  A  parallel  is  that  when 
you’re  brought  up  as  little  girls, 
you’re  told  the  same  thing,  you 
can’t  have  that,  that’s  for  little 
boys.  And  as  a  lesbian,  you  can’t 
hold  hands  on  the  street  without 
certain  risks.  So  that’s  an  instance 
where  lesbians  should  be  able  to 
make  the  connections  —  to  what 
‘you  can’t.’  ” 

Cagan  comments  on  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  this  movement  incorpor¬ 
ating  others:  “You  can  have 
organizations,  etc.,  come  together 
to  be  a  unified  movement.  If  we 
don’t  bring  up  our  issues,  they  will 
get  lost.  And  the  ‘we’  could  be 
almost  anybody.  .  .  .  It’s  true  for 
black  people  also.  It  makes  a  big 
difference  when  there  is  an  active 
and  visible  black  movement.  This 
is  not  to  say  that  as  white  people 
we  haven’t  developed  some  con¬ 
sciousness  of  racism,  but  to  have 
some  consciousness  about  racism 
and  to  be  a  black  person  Fighting 
for  your  life.  .  .” 

“But  how  do  we  continue  to 
take  up  our  struggles  and  at  the 
same  time  continue  to  relate  to  the 
anti-nuke  movement?  In  shutting 
down  a  nuke,  which  in  and  of 
itself  may  be  a  24  hour  a  day  job, 
how  do  you  lend  support  to  other 
groups?  I  think  we  have  to  figure 
that  out.  That  leads  me  back  to 
the  belief  in  the  necessity  for 
coalitions  and  alliances.  ...  As 
an  individual  you  can  only  do  so 
much.  As  an  organization,  your 
capabilities  are  magnified.  So  you 


into  the  nearest  cab,  and,  with  a 
strong  Germanic  accent,  gave  the 
Castro  street  address  of  her 
movement  contact,  German 
Sheparder.

And  meanwhile,  back 
Boston,  Vanessa  Blume-Smi: 
dreamily  removed  a  chain  sa 
from  the  childish  fingers  of  one 
her  young  charges  at 
Montessori  kindegarten  where  she 
taught.  “Oh  Nessy”  proclaimed 
the  fledgling,  tossing  its  chubby 
arms  around  her  plump  neck.  “1 
know  you  care!”  Naive  as  to  the 
charges  of  woman-infant  love 
which  might  have  been  libeled  at 
her  had  anyone  witnessed  the 
scene,  Vanessa  returned  the  girl- 
child’s  embrace  avidly.  She  was 
pretending  that  the  child’s  feeble 
embrace  was  another,  stronger, 
more  passionate  one.  The 
embrace  in  fact  of  the  same  Jo 
Burke  who  was  at  that  moment 
riding  a  silver  convertible  across 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  crushing 
a  package  of  spray  paint  under  her 
arm. 


can  figure,  well,  this  group  of  our 
organization  will  work  on  this 
issue  and  that  group  on  that.  It’s 
not  just  additive,  it  gets  much 
bigger.  But  you  can’t  just  give  lip 
service  [to  supporting  these  other 
groups],  you’ve  got  to  be  there, 
especially  in  the  crunch  when  they 
really  need  the  bodies.” 

In  talking  about  some  of  the 
things  that  need  to  be  done  in 
order  to  make  connections  with 
other  groups,  Paola  mentions 
something  that  LUNA  is  doing. 
“There  is  a  racism  group  of 
LUNA  that  has  about  half  of 
LUNA  in  it.  We  do  racism  work 
with  each  other.  We  feel  that 
we’ve  got  our  own  work  to  do  be¬ 
fore  we  can  ask  black  women  to 
[work  with  us].  We  understand 
how  it  would  be  frustrating  to 
work  with  us  and  we’re  trying  to 
work  on  that.” 

“LUNA  also  is  more  connected 
to  doing  stuff  in  the  communities. 
I  think  [community  involvement] 
is  going  to  happen  immediately 
after  Seabrook.  [It  will  involve] 
being  more  out  there  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  just  being  who  we  are  so 
that  we  are  more  accessible  to 
other  people.” 

Cagan  talks  about  balancing 
these  things.  “Periodically,  we 
need  to  go  to  Washington,  period¬ 
ically  we  need  to  go  to  Seabrook 
and  sometimes  we  have  to  stay 
right  on  our  own  block.  There  is 
always  this  debate  about  which  is 
more  important.  They  are  all 
needed.  The  question  is,  how  do 
we  build  our  own  resources  to  do 
all  of  those  things  effectively? 
How  do  you  build  a  national 
action  that  really  energizes  people 
to  go  home  and  do  the  local 
community  work.  How  are  you 
doing  your  local  community  work 
so  that  people  are  not  becoming 
parochial  and  narrow  minded  in 
their  view,  [but  are]  willing  to 
leave  their  neighborhood  and  join 
other  people  in  a  city  wide  thing  or 
a  state  wide  thing.” 

Concludes  Paola:  “I  think  the 
bottom  line  is  trust.  Trust  is  where 
people  are  sharing  a  central  part 
of  their  lives.  And  making 
changes  in  their  lives  and  creating 
a  safe  environment  to  do  that. 
That’s  part  of  what  we  want  to  do 
in  the  world  at  large  and  the 
society  at  large.”
